Betiveen village, parks 
Communication 
falls apart in rift

The latest attempt by Buffalo Grove 


Park District officials to obtain quali- 
ty land donations from developers 
flared a lot of tempers among village 
officials when Levitt & Sons Inc. 
came to town. 


L e v i t t representatives had ap- 


proached the village for rezoning part 
of its second building phase in Strath- 
more Grove. They wanted to build 
single-family homes instead of the 
apartment and condominium units 
that were previously approved by the 
village. 


Houses seemed to be welcomed in 


the change of plans, especially by Vil- 
lage Pres. Edward A. Fabish who 
said single-family homes ought to Ire 
the backbone of the village. 


The proposal by the developer was 


carefully studied by village plan com- 
mission members who worked for 
weeks to tie up the loose ends. For 
example, they didn't like the non- 
aligned streets on the 
architect's 


drawing board and asked that some- 
thing be done to remedy the situation. 


PLAN COMMISSION members also 


were disturbed about a 3.4-ncro parcel 
that Levitt was planning to donate to 
the park district as a "passive natuic 
area." 


They were not sure how the park 


officials would react to this property, 
especially after park officials had said 


they will take a hard stand on land 
donations. But they also did not hear 
from the park district on this matter. 


Normally, the plan commission in- 


forms the park district of any meeting 
that directly affects the district. Bui 
when Levitt came around, there was 
an apparent breakdown in commu- 
nication. 


Park Board Pres. Joseph P. Set- 


tanni said a member of the plan com- 
mission did call but said Levitt will 
not change plans for the park dona- 
tion. 


"That's why we didn't show up at 


the plan commission (public) hear- 
ing," Sctlanni said. "We were not ap- 
praised of the change of plans." 


SO WHEN LEVITT approached the 


village board this week in a public 
hearing, a representative of the park 
district appeared, ready for fire. 


It was justifiable, Settanni said, be- 


cause the park district was told none 
of 'the recreational aspects in the 
change of plans would be discussed. 


"We had to hasten in looking over 


our plans and state opposition befoic 
the board took a vote," Settanni said. 


William J. Kiddle Jr., vice president 


of the park board appeared at the 
public hearing and told Harry Sleek, a 
Levitt representative, and the village 
board that the proposed land donation 
was unsuitable. 


Instead of a nature area, the park 


district wants active recreational fa- 


cilities to comply with the needs of 
the community, Kiddle said. 


KIDDLE ADDED, but with less em- 


phasis, that the proposed park site do- 
nation appeared to be another "sink- 
hole." 


As a result, several board members 


were ruffled by the comments made 
by Kiddle. 


The park district should have at- 


tended the public hearings or at least 
approach the developer in obtaining 
recreational land, Fabish said. 


"Levitt could have had some replies 


so they can come up with something 
for the parks," Fabish said. "The park 
district should not sit back and wait 
for the developer to come to them." 


Fabibh said that better procedures 


should be developed by the park dis- 
trict to keep informed of matters that 
would affect them. 


The 
plan 
commission 
routinely 


sends copies of commission meeting 
minutes to the park district, so they 
will be informed, Fabish said. 


Trustee Clarice Rech also argued 


that the park district should be repre- 
sented at the plan commission public 
hearings. Trustees John Marienthal 
and Dorothy Carroll agreed with her. 


Rech added that it was unfair to the 


plan commission because members 
did not know how to approach matter 
without imput from park officials

$12 million Harper 
referendum set Sept. 27

The 
Harper 
College 
Board 
of 


Trustees voted unanimously Thursday 
to hold a referendum Sept. 27 to asic 
for approval of $12,039,500 In bonds. 


The funds would be used to pay for 


purchase of a second campus site at 
Palatine and Schocnbeck roads in Ar- 
lington Heights, additional buildings 
on the college's Palatine campus, and 
for building for the second campus 
the board says will be needed by 1981. 


College officials estimated the in- 


creased average annual cost in prop- 
erty taxes would be just over 2 cents 
per $100 per assessed valuation over 
the 20-year life of the bonds. The tax 
rate \vould be nbout 5 cents per $100 
the first year the bonds are sold and 
would decline each year thereafter. 


INCLUDED is money to build a 


physical education building and gym- 
nasium on the Palatine campus with- 
out financial assistance 
from the 


state. 


Twenty-five per cent of most build- 


ings at the college are 
financed 


through locally raised bond money 
and 75 per cent from state money. 
However, state officials have refused 
to authorize money for physical edu- 
cation facilities for Harper. 


Of the amount to be requested, 


$7,050,000 will be for buildings on the 
present campus. Another $2,106,000 


will pay for the second site property 
In addition, $2,883,500 will be used if 
the college builds on the second 
campus. 


Harper board members debated 


whether to include the $2.8 million for 
second campus buildings in the refer- 
endum. Board member Robert Moats 
said he was afraid Inclusion of the 
item would lead voters to believe the 
college is committed to building on 
the second campus regardless of 
whether future enrollment justifies it. 


He said, "I \vould not like to sec 


acquisition of land and completion uf 
tltis campus by the feeling of some 
voters that we are overreaching oui- 
selves." 


OTHER BOARD members argued 


for including the $2.8 million so voters 
will have a realistic idea of what the 
second campus will cost if the college 
needs it. 


Board Pres. Shirley Munson said, 


"We want to assure people that \ve 
will not spend this money until \ve 
have affirmation for the need for It." 


Board member William Kelly said it 


would be "tricky" of the board to ask 
for money only to buy the land now 
and then ask the voters in several 


years for additional money for the 
building.

Rausch 


agreed, saying. "We might as well 
tell people that if we are going to 
need the S2.1 million to buy the land 
we are also going to need the $2.8 mil- 
lion. We're either going to need it all 
or none of it."

'Suburbs not immune to ozone' 


Suburbanites 
should not 
Ignore 


'ozone alerts because the amount of 
ozone In the air can be as high or 
higher In the suburbs than in the 
city, a health official warned Thurs- 
day. 


Dr. Bertram W. Carnow, medical 


director of the Chicago Lung Assn., 
said the formation of ozone can have 
a snowballing effect in certain weath- 
er as It moves from Chicago to the 
suburbs. 


Hu said ozone moves like a weather 


front and can be carried as far away 
as 150 to 200 miles of the original 
source. 


0::one, a major air pollutant, is 


formed when hydrocarbons and nitro- 
gen compounds emitted by autos and 
industry interact with sunlight. 


A MEASURE OF .4 parts per mil- 


lion calls for a red alert which would 
curtail industry. A measure of .1 
"parts per million calls for a yellow 
alert that includes a warning for the 
public. The last yellow alert in the 
Chicago area was July 2. 


Carnow, director of the Environ- 


mental Health Resource center, an 
arm of the Institute for Environmen- 
tal Quality, released a study on the

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health hazards of ozone at a press 
conference in Chicago. Findings'in- 
clude: 


• Certain people are more sensitive 


to ozone than others. They Include the 
very young, asthmatics, the aged with, 
chronic lung and heart disease, people ' 
with allergies and those who wear 
contact lenses. 


• Generally healthy people can suf- 


fer from high levels of ozone — .3 
parts per million — when exposed 
several hours. They can become phys- 
ically ill and unable to perform their 
jobs. 


• Ozone affects body tissues more 


than any other air pollutant. It can 
reduce resistance to infection by par- 
alyzing cells that destroy bacteria; ir- 
ritate the eye and cause ulceration of 
the membrane; harm chromosomes 
and as a result, possibly contribute to 
formation of cancer cells and birth 
defects; cause recurrent attacks of 
pneumonia and bronchitis in persons 
with lung disease. 


• New data show that exposure to 


high ozone levels — between .4 and .5 
parts per million — can destroy red 
blood cells. Carnow said about 150,000 
persons in Chicago have a blood defi- 


ciency that makes them more suscep- 
tible to lower levels of ozone. 


The study calls for changes in the 


ozone^alert system that would result 
in more frequent alerts. The study 
recommends establishing a program 
to educate people'on the dangers of 
ozone and to set monitoring systems 
in rural areas, to determine wide- 
spread effect. 


Another recommendation is to put 


strong pollution controls on industries 
that produce hydrocarbons and nitro- 
gen compounds. 


"Voluntary compliance will do noth- 


ing," Carnow said. "Industries such 
as printing industries which produce a 
lot of hydrocarbons should be shut 
down during a yellow alert." He said 
certain industrial processes contrib- 
uting to ozone could be eliminated at 
only a minor cost to business. 


CARNOW SAID that during the first 


ozone alert people were anxious but 
now many no longer pay attention. 


Health expert raps clean-air unit 


An official of the Chicago Lung 


Assn. criticized the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board Thursday for halting 
plans to impose special air-pollution 
restrictions on shopping centers and 
sports arenas. 


Dr. Bertram Carnow, medical di- 


rector of the association and director 
of the Environmental Health Re- 
source Center, Chicago, said the 
board abandoned another step that 
c o u l d prevent "the pollution of 
people's health." 


The proposals would have required 


any project with at least 500 parking 
spaces to have a permit from the Illi- 
nois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


The board halted consideration of 


the plans after two years of study. 
The proposals drew widespread inter- 
est — twelve hearings were held and 
more than 2,000 pages of testimony 
were taken. 


Carnow, speaking at a press confer- 


ence about the dangers of ozone, a 
major air pollutant, said ozone ratings 
of areas should be taken before build- 
Ing permits arc issued for large proj- 
ects. He said construction should be 
prevented In areas with high oione 
readings. 


He said developers who want to 


build projects that will attract a large 
number of motorists should set up a 
shuttle bus system. Motorists could 
park in an area where the ozone lev- 
els are not dangerously high, he said.

"There's a lot of denial on people's 


parts because they cannot do anything 
and nothing is being done about 
ozone," he said. "It's like wearing a 
hard hot and having bricks dropped 
down 20 stories. You've got to stop the 
bricks to solve the problem." 


Although no red alerts have been 


reported in the Chicago area, two yel- 
low alerts have been called this year. 


• Charles Lagges of the Cook County 
Dept. of Environmental Control, said 
the suburbs have had lower ozone rat- 
ings than Chicago. Skokie is the near- 
est monitoring station to the North- 
west suburbs. 


"So far we have ben fortunate," he 


said. "But that does not mean that the 
suburbs cannot have a higher reading 
than the city. All it takes Is certain 
weather conditions. Also, it is impos- 
sible to read ozone levels for all of 
suburban Cook County with only three 
monitoring stations. Moving a block 
could change the reading." 


r—MONEY TALKS' 


Which economist 
do you listen to?

With all the conflicting advice 


dispensed by the nation's econo- 
mists and financial experts, it is ' 
little wonder that all of us — from 
Arthur Burns to you and me — net 
increasingly confused about mone- 
tary policies these days. 


Some economists urge more and 


more spending as a means of turn- 
ing the corner on the recession. One 
spokesman for this point of view, 
Robert Eisner, chairman of North- 
western^ University's department of 
economics, insists: 


"To combat a recession and put 


people back to work, the basic pre- 
scription is quite simple. We need 
more spending, public or private or 
both. And that comes from lower 
taxes, increased (jovernment ex- 
penditures, and easier money — oil 
best arranged to bring about the 
spending now rather than some 
time in the indefinite future." 


On the other hand, we have this 


opinion of economist Oliver H. 
Joncf, executive vice president of 
the Mortgage Bankers.Association: 
"The nation has mortgaged its fu- 
ture. Debt owed by consumers, 
business, and government stands at 
record levels. The scramble for still 
more credit threatens the economy 
and its financial institutions . 
The solution proposed — still more 
debt! 


"We hear little of the Puritan 


ethic, the value of saving, or the 
necessity of reducing expenditures 
to levels we con afford . . . Wheth- 
er the nation can work its way out 
of the heavy commitment it has 
made on the use of tomorrow's in- 
come without serious financial dis- 
tress — without going thru the 
wringer — remains to be seen. 
Clearly, this will not be achieved 
without a substantial reduction in 
our present obligations and a sub- 
stantial commitment to saving." 


Eisner thinks it is good that the 


new tax cut, totaling $22.8 billion, 
is now on the books. But economist 
Pierre A. Rinfret calls it "a joke." 


How do we beat inflation? "If 


each one of us," says 
Rinfret, 


"would gi\e this country a day's 
work for a day's pay. we could end 
inflation tomorrow.

H O U S T O N (UPI) - Laughing 


American and Russian 
spaceship 


commanders clasped hands Thursday 
through the round hatch linking their 
craft, opening a new era of unity in 
man's exploration beyond the earth. 


"Hello," astronaut Thomas Stafford 


greeted cosmonaut Alexei Leonov in 
Russian as their hands met. "I am 
very glad." Leonov replied. 


A color television camera flashed 


the historic handshake between the 
commanders of the U.S. Apollo and 
the Soviet Soyuz to a waiting world. 


Leaders of both superpowers radio- 


ed up their congratulations and pre- 
dicted this was but the-first of many 
international flights in space. The two 
veteran commanders, joined by mem- 
bers of their crews, then exchanged 
flags of the Soviet Union, United 
States and United Nations. 


Within an hour the spacemen had 


settled down for. a "cosmic banquet" 
including green borscht, jellied tur- 
key, apples, candy and fruit juices 
aboard the Soyuz. 


The historic visit went so well it 


lasted more than twice as long as 
planned. When the astronauts re- 
turned to the Apollo at 5:51 p.m. CDT 
they tried to get back on schedule. 


A hatch leak problem, however, fur- 


ther delayed them. It was 7:35 p.m. 
when they announced they were "go- 
Ing to bed." 


Among other problems: the use of 


Soviet radio frequencies led to inter- 
ference from aircraft towers in the 
U.S., and camera troubles prevented 
all the planned telecasts from Soyuz 
of Thursay's linkup and visit. 


The handshake in space at 2:19 p.m. 


CDT came just three hours after Staf- 
ford, Vance Brand and Donald "Dekc" 
Slayton locked their white apollo to 
the pale green Soyuz bearing Leonov 
and Valeri Kubasov. 


"Soyuz and Apollo are shaking 


hands now!" Leonov exclaimed as the 
identical docking rings on the two ve- 
hicles snapped together to form a 
single international ship 66 feet long. 


An acrid smell — like glue or burn- 


ing plastic — created a brief scare 
aboard Apollo minutes after the dock-

Congress tightens oil price controls 


Congress Thursday tightened price controls on domestic oil — a 


move sure to be vetoed by President Ford — and moved to kill 
Ford's opposite plan to decontrol oil prices. The House approved u 
bill already passed by the Senate which would extend price controb 
already In effect on 60 per cent of domestic oil and roll back 
permissible prices on the remainder. 


The bill would be effective only through Dec. 31. Anticipating 


presidential veto, both Houses are also working on simple exten- 
sions of current oil price controls and the House is preparing a 
sweeping energy bill designed to roll back prices and give Ford 
emergency rationing authority. 


Justice Dept. seizes CIA-intercepted mail 


The Justice Deportment Criminal Division has seized 110 pieces 


of mall sent from the Soviet Union and apparently intercepted by 
tho CIA In early 1D72, the Postal Service disclosed Thursday. CIA 
director William E. Colby said he had no idea how the correspond- 
ence ended up In CIA headquarters, but said it apparently was 
removed from tho mail as part of a mall cover operation the CIA 
admitted It conducted from 1053 to 1973. 


"Tho FBI and postal Inspectors arc going over the material for 


evidence of possible criminal violations," a Justice Department 
spokesman said. 


Ford: arms sales ban pushing Turkey away 
President Ford warned 130 congressmen at a breakfast Thursday 


that the U.S. ban on arms sales Is driving Turkey away from its 
American alliance. Press Secretary Ron Ncsscn reported that one 
presidential nldo — "probably" Secretary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger — said the fact that Turkey's foreign minister had joined Arab 
leaders In calling fo.- Israel's expulsion from tho United Nations is 
"tho first sign of pulling away" by Turkey.

But 
It was several minutes before the 
Russian commander stuck his shoul- 
ders through the hatch to take Staf- 
ford's hand. 


Brand remained behind in the 


Apollo to fly the docked spacecraft 
while Stafford and Slayton joined 
their Russian colleagues around a 
table in Soyuz. 


Leonid Brezhnev, general secretary 


of the Soviet Communist party, was 
the first to radio up congratulations. 


"To you, the courageous conquerors 


of space, goes the great honor of 
opening a new page in the history of 
research," Brezhnev said. "The whole 
world with great attention and delight 
is observing your responsible work. 


"The successful docking proved the 


correctness of the decisions that were 
made in joint cooperation and friend- 
ship between Soviet and American de- 
signers, scientists and cosmonauts. 


"It could be said that the Soyuz and 


Apollo is the prototype of future orbit- 
al space stations. Detente, positive 
movement ahead in Soviet-American 
relations, have created the proper 
conditions for the first international 
spaceflight." 


President Ford spoke next from the 


White House.

"It's taken us many years to open 


this door to useful cooperation in 
space between our two countries," 
Ford said. "I am confident that the 
day is not far off .when space missions 
made possible by this first great ef- 
fort will be more or less com- 
monplace." 


Ford asked Leonov to describe the 


reaction of the crews to their meeting 
in space after long years of training. 


"Mr. President," Leonov replied in 


English, "I'm sure that our joint 
flight is the beginning for future oper- 
ations between our countries. Thank 
you very much for the nice words to 
us. We'll do our best." 


The linkup between Apollo and So- 


yuz, an initial test of a universal 
space docking system that may one 
day provide an international space 
rescue capability, took place at less 
than one mile per hour. 


Bargaining talks break down 
Union calls July 28 rail strike 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Contract 


talks between the railroads and the 
railway clerks union broke down 
Thursday and the union called for a 
July 28 strike which could deal a criti- 
cal blow to the nation's economic re- 
covery. 


Emerging from 19 hours of fruitless 


negotiations, President C. L. Dennis 
of the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Airline Clerks declared "There will be 
a strike." 


However, he set the deadline for 


Monday, July 28, rather than July 21 
when the present contract expires. 


The chief White House labor trou- 


bleshooter, W. J. Usery, said "I still 
think' thero is a very good possibility 
to reach an agreement." He sched- 
uled meetings with both railway and 
union negotiators for Friday. 


If the 117,000-member clerks union 


walks out, other railway unions will 
honor the picket lines, tying up tho 
railroads just as economists were re- 
porting the economy starting up the 
slope of recovery. 


Dennis charged railroad operators 


with being "grossly Irresponsible," 
and wanting a strike. 


William H. Dempsey, chief negotia- 


tor for the National Railway Labor 
Conference retorted: 
"It's 
a silly 


charge." 


Dennis, Usery, Dcmpsey and feder- 


al mediator George Ives failed to 


reach agreement in a night-long ses- 
sion that stretched past noon on 
Thursday. 


Usery had canceled a negotiating 


session Thursday morning with repre- 
sentatives of the Postal Service and 
600,000 postal clerks whoso contract 
also expires Monday. 


In the second major mediation, the 


Postal Service is negotiating with four 


unions representing about 600,000 
workers. 


Federal law prohibits postal work- 


ers from striking when the contract 
expires and says a fact-finding board 
must investigate and report on the is- 
sues within 45 days. But some local 
union leaders have threatened to 
stage demonstrations or job actions if 
no contract is obtained. 


Economic upturn begins: administration

The Ford administration, citing a 


stable production rate in the last 
three months, said Thursday the re- 
cession had bottomed out and an eco- 
nomic upturn had begun. Other in- 
dicators pointed to a slow recovery. 


The optimism about economic up- 


turn was sparked by the Commerce 


Department's report that the U.S. 
Gross National Product dropped only 
0.3 per cent in the second quarter. 


The decline was the smallest since 


the recession began and was consid- 
ered minor enough to be considered 
stable. 


The department also said that the 


inflation rate of 5.1 per cent was the 
lowest in 2V4 years. In the prior two 
quarters, prices were rising at an an- 
nual rate of B.4 per cent and 14.4 per 
cent.

Nixon testimony not needed 


in CIA murder plot probe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Richard 


M. Nixon apparently took no part in 
any CIA murder plots and will not tes- 
tify in that phase of Senate In- 
telligence Committee hearings, com- 
mittee members said Thursday. 


Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., the com- 


mittee vice chairman, said tho former 
President's lawyers convinced in- 
vestigators that Nixon knew little If 
anything about alleged CIA plots to 
kill such foreign leaders as Cuba's 
Premier Fidel Castro. 


"I would see no useful, purpose to 


get a deposition (sworn written testi- 
mony) from him, "Tower told report- 
ers during a break In the panel's con- 
tinuing investigation of alleged CIA 
misdeeds. 


Referring specifically to alleged 


plots to kill Castro, Tower said, 
"Apparently his involvement was not 
such that he could throw any addition- 
al light on it." 


But another committee spokesman 


said Nixon might be called later as a 
witness on other CIA issues.

cluding Guttilln's Intervention In a 
traffic court case In May on behalf of 
his secretary's son-in-law. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt has de- 


clined to comment on tho matter but' 
confirmed he has hired an attorney to 
assist him in determining If the 
chief's actions warrant charges for 
suspension or dismissal from office. 


PASSOLT ORDERED Guttilla sus- 


pended last May for two days when it 
wns learned tho chief Interceded In 
the court case. Passolt was forced to 
rescind tho suspension when Guttilla 
successfully challenged tho manager's 
authority to suspend him; Guttilla as- 
serted this power rests solely with the 
police and fire commission. 


The village board authorized Pas- 


soil to hire an attorney to assist him 
In b r i n g i n g suspension charges 
against tho chief. Trustees, in author- 
izing the move, also have said they 
want a clarification from the commls-

to whom he Is required to report. 


Until this question is settled, offi- 


cials have said they are handcuffed in 
starting any disciplinary proceedings 
against the chief. 


ACCORDING TO ILLINOIS stat- 


utes, the power to suspend or dismiss 
police or fire chiefs rests only with 
the police nnd fire commission, as 
Guttilla contended when he chal- 
lenged his suspension. 


A RECENT ILLINOIS 
Supreme 


Court case, Bovlnctte vs. City of Mas- 
coutah, uphold this law, stating that 
dismissal or suspension can come 
about only after just cause has been 
proven and the defendant is given an 
opportunity to be heard. 


In the Bovlnettc case, the city man- 


ager fired the police chief and the ac- 
tion was upheld in both the Circuit 
Court of St. Clalr County and the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court. 


In overturning the ruling, the Su- 


preme Court said a manager's ap- 
pointment power docs not carry a cor- 
responding discharge power under Il- 
linois law. 


A bill presented In the Illinois Gen- 


eral Assembly during the last session 
sought to change this law by giving 
the power to suspend or dismiss po- 
lice and fire chiefs to the municipal 
authorities. 


THE WHEELING Village Board 


adopted a resolution in support of the 
bill, but it failed to win approval in 
tho legislature. 


Although Passolt has refused to 


comment on the case, it is believed 
charges will be filed within the next 
few weeks. 


The charges will not be made pub- 


lic, however, until a formal hearing is 
set by the commission, at which the 
chief will be allowed to defend him- 
self. 


If charges arc filed and a hearing 


scheduled, Passolt can suspend Gut- 
tilla for 30 days pending the outcome 
of the commission's hearing.

IBears still want 
Arlington arena 


by KURT BAER 


The Chicago Bears are not Inter- 


ested in giving up their Arlington 
Park Race Track stadium plan for a 
$200 million stadium-sports center 
proposed for a landfill peninsula in 
Lake Michigan, Ed McCaskey, Bears 
vice president, said Thursday. 


"The Bears have made a com- 


mitment to the Village of Arlington 
Heights that, if they want us, we want 
to play in Arlington Heights. That's 
our position positively," McCaskey 
said. 


A plan to build an 80,000-seat domed 


stadium for baseball and football, a 
horse racing track and an arena for 
basketball and hockey on a 50-acre 
landfill peninsula in Lake Michigan 
was presented to Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley Wednesday by a 
group of architects, planners and con- 
struction company officials. 


THERE WAS NO immediate pro- 


posal for financing, or timetable for 
building the lakcfront complex. 


McCaskey said he received a call 


about a week ago from a proponent of 
the landfill stadium plan. 


"I told him exactly what I just told 


you, that we have a commitment It 
Arlington Heights and we Intend to 
pursue it vigorously," he said. 


JAMES T. RYAN, Arlington Heights 


village president, said Thursday that 
a competing stadium plan in Chicago 
does not put any pressure on the Ar- 


lington Heights Village Board to ap- 
prove the Bears stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


"We will continue tojnove at our 


own pace on the one (stadium) pro- 
posal that is before us," Ryan said, 
adding that newspaper stories on the 
lakefront stadium plan Thursday gave 
no firm Indication of how the project 
could be financed. 


"From time to time we see plans 


like this one — or mile-high buildings 
and space needles in the suburbs," he 
said. 


THE LAKEFRONT sports complex 


was planned by Harry Weese & Asso- 
ciates, architects; Engineers Colla- 
borative; Floyd Magnuson, architect; 
Geiger Bergcr Associates, structural 
engineers; Barton-Aschman Associ- 
ates, planning consultants; and Turn- 
er Construction Co 


The stadium would have an air-sup- 


ported bubble top similar to a new 
Detroit Lions football stadium nearing 
completion in Pontiac, Mich. It is cir- 
cular in design and could be adapted 
for both baseball and football games. 
The race track would have a 5/8 mile 
course and be used primarily for har- 
ness racing. 


A marina with moorings for 2,000 


boats also could be a part of the new 
sports complex which would be lo- 
cated just south of Navy Pier. 


Rental fees for the boat moot ings 


could be one source of revenue to pay 
for the complex.

Hope to force court-ordered reassessment 
Group seeks more tax monies from 5 race tracks 


An organization of county school 


districts la gathering Information to 
seek court-ordered assessment In- 
creases of five Chicago-area race 
tracks, including Arlington Park. 


The Joint Service Program, which 


represents a number of local school 
districts, has requested the names of 
taxpayers with school children who 
could be plaintiffs In a suit against 
public officials "responsible ... for 
underassmcnt of race track proper- 
ty." 


Austin Wyman, attorney for the 


group, said ho is updating information 
gathered several years ago for a law- 
suit. Wyman sold he is not certain a 
suit will be filed. 


"My guess Is there Is still an area 


of litigation but we don't know it the 
dollar figure Involved (In under- 
assessment) Is sufficient to warrant a 
suit. We will not sue for the sake of 
litigation," he said. 


THE JOINT SERVICE Program 


was formed about five years ago to 
coordinate tax objections on behalf of 
school districts in the county. The 
Joint Service Program shares offices 
with the Illinois Assn. of School 
Boards In Chicago, and Stephen Doty, 
executive director of IASB, is its sec- 
retary. 


The organization's letter was sent to 


school districts that receive taxes 
from Arlington Park, Hawthorne, 
Sportsman's Park, Maywood Park 
and Washington Park race tracks. 


The letter says that the dismissal 


June 18 of a suit by Donald P. Moore 
against former Assessor P. J. Culler- 
ton removed the "basis for an objec- 
tion by prospective defendants in any 
race track underassessment suit that 
may now bo filed." 


Moore, a candidate for the Demo- 


cratic Party nomination for state's at- 
torney, sued Cullcrton In 1072 during 
the 
primary election race and 


charged the assessor with malfea- 
sance and underassessment of proper- 
ty throughout the county. 


Wyman said the Joint Service Pro- 


gram was preparing a slmlar suit at 
that time but It was "shelved" until 
there was a settlement on the Moore 
suit. Wyman said Moore eventually 
transferred the suit to the Lawyers 
Committee for Civil Rights Under the 
Law which last month dropped the 
suit. 


"SINCE THAT TIME we are In a 


position to say we do want to pro- 
ceed," Wyman said. "Our materials 
however, are not terribly current and 
they need to be updated. We do Intend 
to analyze the circumstances again 
and take action we deem appro- 
priate." 


Wyman said the race tracks were 


chosen for the suit because "there

For that concert series fans with 


sleeping bags, blankets and bottles 
formed lines in the pre-dawn hours 
around the Evanston branch of 
Marshall Field & Co., one of the ticket 
sales offices. 


Once the doors opened, all order 


was lost as the people became a rock 
'n' roll horde'storming through the 
store. Tickets were being sold on the 
fifth floor and the only way up was by 
the stairs. 


The crowd sorted itself put on the 


stairs, but on the fifth floor, people 
just mobbed the ticket windows. 


Shouts, yells, pushing. A glass parti- 


tion was shattered. Police arrived to 
restore order. 


But that was 1072.

• U.S. secrecy 


Govornmcnt-by-socrocy 
last 


week stumbled into a booby 
trap created by a congressman 
who believes that the American 
public has a right to know about 
the misdeeds of its government. 


, The congressman is Michael 
Harrington, D-Mass. Harrington 
tnay be censured by Congress 
for leaking classified informa- 
tion to the public. His sin was 
that he leaked CIA Director Wil- 
liam Colby's testimony about 
Chile to the newspapers last 
year. (The CIA was revealed to 
have been involved in the over- 
throw of elected President Sal- 
vatorc Allcnde.) 


Harrington's 
action 
placed 


him in the company of many 
other congressmen, and even a 
President or two, who have 
(poked 
classified 
information 


when it benefited their particu- 
lar cause. 


*| Harrington's leak, however, 
antagonized 
several 
powerful 


pro-CIA congressmen. And, un- 
like past leakers, Harrington 
u as not covert about the act. He 


MICHAEL HARH1NGTON 


said that the CIA's action was 
illegal, which placed a special 
burden on him to release the in- 
formation, especially since Con- 
gress seemed unwilling to review 
further Colby's testimony. 


As a result, this uppitty con- 


gressman has forced the House 
of Representatives to decide 
whether it'll punish one' of its 
own members for a sin common 
to many congressmen. It must 
be a richly embarrassing mo- 
ment. 


But neither Harrington nor his 


peers are truly the culprits in 
this episode. At fault is the con- 
tinuing willingness of the federal 
government to classify anything 
as secret, regardless of whether 
that data has even the remotest 
relationship to national security. 


We propose a simple solution: 


allow all elected federal officials 
to declassify information at will 
for the public's benefit. The only 
exception would be information 
which is related directly to mili- 
tary secrets which could jeop- 
ardize tills nation's security. 


We would not have to rely on 


the isolated heroism of such men 
as Harrington and Daniel Ells- 
berg, leaker of the Pentagon Pa- 
pers. If the actions and illegal- 
ities were regularly reported to 
public view, perhaps it would 
discourage the abuses of power 
w h i c h recently have pock- 
marked American government. 


Such openness would also 


forestall the hypocrisy of a full 
Congressional "investigation" of 
Harrington. Without this kind of 
sweeping reform of our govern- 
ment's secrecy policies, this in- 
vestigation will turn out to be a 
deeply embarrassing 
moment 


for all-too-many of our elected 
officials.

House views health insurance 


f. UMUUIIUII"?

A news analysis 


Politicians and health planners 


have been saying the same thing for 
the last three years: next year the 
US. will have national health insur- 
ance. 


This time they may be right. 
U.S. Rep. Daniel Rostenkowski, 


D-I11., chairman of the health subcom- 
mittee of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, began hearings on the is- 
sue lost week. He has mode national 
health insurance a top priority and 
hopes to report out a bill before the 
end of the year. 


It will not be an easy task. Legisla- 


tors have kicked around the idea of a 
national health plan for the last 30 
years, since President Harry Truman 
introduced the first proposal. For the 
last few years the ways and means 
committee has struggled with no less 
than 26 plans. 


One reason why national health in- 


surance is not yet a reality is that 
everyone wants something different. 
Some in the medical profession want 
no plan at all. 


A survey taken in January by the 


nationwide medical journal "Private 
Practice" shows many physicians 
consider national health insurance 
akin to socialized medicine. They fear 
the regulations on medical practice 
they feel will come with a national 
health plan. Editors of the magazine 
said their survey shows that 197,500 
doctors oppose national health insur- 
ance and that 57,820 of those doctors 
say they would refuse to practice un- 
der such a plan. 


THE NATIONAL Health Insurance 


Institute estimates that 21 million 
Americans are not covered by medi- 
cal insurance because they cannot af- 
ford it or because they are willing to 
take the risk. The number rose during 
the recession as employes who were 
laid off lost medical benefits. 


Those who favor national health In- 


surance believe a policy should pro- 
vide equal access to medical care for 
all, including*the poor, black and 
unemployed.* They believe the equality 
of care should be the same for all, 
and (Hat no -individual or family 
stould suffer bankruptcy because of 
high medical bills. They just do not 
agree on how it can be done. 


There are five major proposals 


being considered by Rostenkowski's 
subcommittee. They are: 


• The Comprehensive Health Insur- 


ance Act, supported by the American 
Medical Association (AMA),, spon- 
sored by U.S. Rep. Richard H. Fulton, 
D-Tenn. 


This plan makes it mandatory that 


employers offer medical insurance to 
workers and their families and pay at 
least 65 per cent of the premium. Em- 
ployes do not have to take the insur- 
ance. Consumers would still pay part 
of their medical bills, depending on 
financial ability. Catastrophic benefits 
are covered after the first$1,500 (indi- 
vidual) and $2,000 (family ).- 


FOR ALL preventive medical ser- 


vices, patients would pay 20 per cent 
of cost. The insurance would cover 
hospital care, 100 days in a'skilled 
nursing facility, emergency outpatient 
services, medical care under a physi- 
cian, dental care for children aged 2 
to 6 (Increasing in 12 years to age 18) 
and medically necessary ambulance 
services. 


Three plans with different co-insur- 


ance (patient pays part) charges 
would be available, depending on fam- 
ily, marital and financial status. The 
government would provide partially 
subsidized ^ health insurance for the 
poor and unemployed, financed from 
general revenues. The coverage would 
be provided by existing private health 
insurance firms. 


• The National Health Care Ser- 


• vices and Reorganization Act, backed 
by the American Hospital Association, 
sponsored by U.S. Rep. Al Ullman, 
, D-Oregon, the ways and means com- 
mittee chairman. 


This plan makes it mandatory for 


employers to provide medical benefits 
and pay up to 75 per cent of premium 
for the employe and family. Employe 
participation is voluntary. Insurance 
for the aged would be financed 
through payroll taxes and general tax 
revenue with some cost-sharing. The 
self-employed and the small business- 
man would get a tax credit to help 
meet premium costs. 


IT DEVELOPS health care corpo- 


rations which are community, non- 
profit organizations capable of provid- 
ing comprehensive health services in 
a given geographic area. People join- 
ing a health care corporation would 
be granted a 10 per cent premium 
subsidy paid by federal tax revenues. 


Coverage under insurance would in- 


clude tests and exams, immuniza- 
tions, dental care for children 7 and 
under, limit of 10 visits to physician, 
200 days of home health service, pros- 
thetic devices, hospital and nursing 
home care for 90 days, catastrophic 
expense benefits as yet undefined. 


Most services are subject to deduc- 


tibles, and the patient must pay part 
of the charges. After the first five 
years, the plan would be extended to 
include 'more dental and vision ser- 
vices. 


After five years, all persons would 


be eligible. All federal health pro- 
grams would be consolidated within a 
new Department of Health. Coverage 
provided by private health insurance 
industry. 


• The National Health Care Act of 


1975, backed by National Health In- 
surance Assn. of America, sponsored 
by Rep. Omar Burleson, D-Texas and 
Sen. Thomas Mclntyre, D-New Hamp- 
shire. 


Private health insurers and govern- 


ment would join in partnership to, as 
proponents soy, "build upon the 
strengths of the system already in 
place." Most people would continue to 
pay for health insurance as they do 
now with employers and^ individuals 
sharing the cost. 


The plan imposes substantial^ cost 


sharing on the consumer and puts 
limitations on services such as annual 
physical check-ups and mental health. 
Benefits are in two stages. Phase I 
— 1977 includes coverage for all phy- 
sician services, unlimited hospital in- 
patient and outpatient 4 services, 180 
days' skilled nursing care, 270 days of 
home health care, lab tests, immuni- 
zations, one dental exam per year for 
children under 13, oral surgery, coun- 
seling in family planning, one pap 
smear every two years for women. 
Phase II — 1985 expands dental care 
services and includes physical and 
speech therapy, eyeglasses, hearing 
aids and one physical exam every five 
years for individuals 5 years and old- 
er. 


The bill sets up three types of insur- 


ance plans: those purchased by em- 
ploye and employer who get a tax de- 
duction; plan purchased by an indi- 
vidual who gets 100 per cent tax de- 
duction; and plans for the poor. 


Plans for the poor would be fi- 


nanced by state revenues which would 
be 70 to 90 per cent reimbursed by the 
federal government. All plans are vol- 
untary. 
• The Comprehensive National 


Health Care Act of 1975, sponsored by 
U.S. Rep. Andrew Young, D-Gcorgia. 


Cradle to grave coverage Including 


hospital stay, physician services, ex- 
tended care, psychiatric inpatient 
care, inpatient and outpatient mental 
illness, drugs, dental and vision care, 
preventive services, hearing aids and 
routine physical exams. 


There is no cost sharing by the 


patient, and the bill eliminates Medi- 
care, the current medical program 
for the aged and Medicaid, the cur- 
rent medical program for the poor. 


The plan is financed by payroll 


taxes — 6 per cent paid by the em- 
ployer, 2 per cent by the employe, 5 
per cent for the self-employed. It pro- 
vides a partial tax credit on health 
insurance premiums. 


The plan would be administered 


through a newly independent Social 
Security Administration, and propo- 
nents claim they could save $10 billion 
by eliminating the administration for 
Medicare and Medicaid. No deduc- 
tiblcs. 


All residents of the U.S. are eligible 


as a "right." Coverage is the same for 
all. 


• The Health Security Act of 1975, 


backed by United Auto Workers, spon- 
sored by U.S. Rep. James Corman, 
D-Calif. and Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Massachusctts. 


Cradle to grave coverage. It covers 


almost all personal health care ser- 
vices, including all hospital and doc- 
tor bills, 120 days in skilled nuring 
home, dental services for children un- 
der 15, inpatient and some outpatient 
psychiatric care, medical appliances 
such as eyeglasses and hearing aids, 
ambulance services, optometrist and 


podiatrist services and some drugs. 
There is no cost sharing by the 
patient. 


The emphasis is on preventative 


medicine, early diagnosis and medical 
rehabilitation by physicians. The bill 
provides incentives for prepaid medi- 
cal care such as Health Maintenance 
Organizations. 


The bill sets up a health care trust 


fund. Funds would be provided from a 
35 per cent tax on employer's pay- 
roll, a 1 per cent tax on wages up to a 
$21,150 income per year, a 2 5 per rent 
tax on self employment and unearned 
income and contributions from gener- 
al federal tax revenues equal to tbe 
amount collected by health security 
taxes. 


Persons over 60 allowed to pxempt 


the first $3,000 in unearned income 
from 1 per cent tax. 


All residents covered and coverage 


is universal. No deductibles. Would be 
administered by a new federal agency 
which would replace all private health 
insurance plans. A Health Resources 
Development Fund would provide fa- 
cilities where needed. 


Currently 
the American public 


spends about $109 billion a year on 
health care. Backers of the four bills 
other than the Young bill admit their 
plans won't save any money. They 
say instead that health care dollar 
will be put to more equitable and ef- 
ficient use. 


The controversy over which plan is 


the right one is full of hyperbole. Op- 
ponents call the Kennedy-Corman bill 
"socialized medicine." Backers of 
that bill say the AMA proposal is sim- 
ply a band-aid that will do little good. 


Rostenkowski and members of his

They will also 
hear from those opposed to any kind 
of national health Insurance. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-I1I., a 


member of the subcommittee, is one 
of those.

"If adopted in the U.S. national 


health insurance would result in dete- 
rioration of our health care delivery 
services," he said. "There is no such 
thing as a doctor-patient relationship 
in England."

Personal income up $2.6 billion 


by United Press International 


Personal income rose a record $2.6 


billion last month, the government 
said Wednesday ... and a major food 
processor rolled back prices on can- 
ned vegetables. 


The large spurt in income was 


caused by a one-time dispersal of $30 
Social Security payments and by In- 
creases In railroad retirement bene- 
fits and supplemental security In- 
come, the Commerce Department 
said. 


These forms of payments added S1.7 


billion to the income of Americans In 
June. Higher wages, rent payments, 
dividends and business and farm in- 
come added another $000 million. 


An increase In income for consumer 


spending In necessary to help gener- 
ate a recovery from the 18-month re- 
cession, which most economists be- 
lles c hit bottom In May or June. 


Whether they choose to spend this 


for goods and services or stash it in 
savings accounts will be a major fac- 
tor in how fast the economy recovers 
from its current recessionary depths. 


The June rise worked out to equal 


306 billion on an annual basis, a 
record for this Index. The annual rise 
in May was $11.2 billion.

Jet returns to O'Hure 
due to damage 


A United Airlines jumbo jet bound 


for Hawaii returned to O'Hare Airport 
Thursday afternoon after a piece of 
metal fell off the plane. 


A United spokesman said flight 053, 


a Boeing 747, departed at 2 p m. but 
returned to O'Hare at 3 p.m. after the 
damage was discovered. Passengers 
were transferred to another plane to 
complete the trip. 


The spokesman sold the plane land- 


ed without any problems. He said 
damaged planes are routinely re- 
turned even when the damage is 
slight. The missing piece was report-

"In 1074, extraordinarily high oper-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A govern- 


ment economist has confirmed a 
strong suspicion held by any Ameri- 
can who regularly pushes a shopping 
cart through the local supermarket 
and winces at the price labels. 


"The era of low food prices and 


declining food prices is at an end," 
says Russell Parker of the Federal 
Trade Commission. "Food is going to 
be more dear than in the past." 


Since 1972, retail food prices have 


risen 45 per cent, three times faster 
than the other segments of the con- 
sumer price index, the government's 
prime measure of the cost of living. * 


THE 70 MILLION families who shop 


for groceries on a daily or weekly 
basis — and could see the bad news 
each time the checkout clerk rang up 
their purchases — turned on the su-' 
permarkets in anger and frustration. 


At the same time, the food retailers 


were blaming the farmers, the farm- 
ers were blaming the "middlemen" — 
butchers, processors and'transporters. 
The truth Is, prices are higher at each 
step from farm to supermarket shelf, 
but profits either are the same or 
slightly lower than before 1972. 


Parker has just completed an exten- 


sive FTC study of supermarket profits 
which absolves the chain stores of 
"profiteering." 


What, then , is the answer? In- 


flation, and declining world food pro-" 
duction. 


THE SAME INFLATION that has 


forced a drastic, perhaps permanent 
change in the typical American fam- 
ily's standard of living also has struck 
the people who provide the food it 
eats. Part of it is the 400 per cent 
increase in energy prices, and a 
steady but somewhat slower rise in 
supermarket labor costs. 


But another major underlying rea- 


son for the prospect of permanently 
high food prices stems from when for- 
mer President Richard M. Nixon or- 
dered devaluation of the dollar in 1971 
and again in 1973. 


Devaluation made American ex- 


ports cheaper and foreign imports 


more expensive. One result was to in- 
tensify foreign demand for the one 
American export the rest of the hun- 
gry world wanted most, cheap, plenti- 
ful food. 


Heavy demand and short supplies 


from abroad made it a seller's mar- 
ket in the United States. In effect, 
Americans were competing with for- 
eigners for their own food supply, and 
food prices began their inexorable 
rise. 


THE BEGINNING of the end of the 


.good life for American consumers 
came in late 1973, when Labor De- 
partment figures show the buying 
power of wage earners entered a peri- 
od of decline exceeded only in length 
by the Great Depression. At the same 
time, food prices rose more sharply 
than at any time in 40 years. 


Upward pressures on domestic food 


prices from overseas came to a head 
about this time. 


As Europe and Japan recovered 


from World War II and entered the 
consumer goods market with new- 
found wealth, they were able to ask 
Americans to pay their debts in inter- 
national payments by increasing ex- 
ports.

duction was declining in other coun- 
tries. 


THE 1971 DOLLAR devaluation en- 


couraged the Japanese to cash in 
their surplus dollars for soybeans and 
other agricultural goods. The second 
devaluation in 1973 brought other 
countries searching for bargains in 
the U.S. Food market. 


While the results of the FTC study 


are incomplete, federal investigators 
say incidents of anticompetitive price- 
fixing in the food industry apparently 
are minor, although the effects could 
be significant in some local areas. 


The real culprit behind high food 


prices has many faces, the FTC says: 


"World feed grain and other com- 


modity shortages; the increasing 
costs of Mideast petroleum, which in- 
creased not only energy costs but also 
the cost of petroleum-based fertili- 
zers; the declining value of the U.S. 
dollar, which made U.S. food cheaper 
to foreigners; expanding real income 
outside the United Stales causing a 
further growth in the foreign demand 
for U.S. produced food; and the gen- 
erally high rate of Inflation in the 
United States, which transmitted cost 
pressures to the food sector."

The last film she worked on was 
"Mary Popplns," which combined 
live actors with animated charac- 
ters. 


In 1963 Mrs. Moss decided to re- 


turn to housewifery after working 
as an art teacher and school sec- 
retary In Dist. IS. But a neighbor, 
Gerald McElroy, then superin- 
tendent in Dist.

HER MOST ambitious work 


lately is a 31-foot long mural de- 
picting the Chicago skyline for 
Panarese Realty in Park Ridge. 
She received the commission after 
designing a logo for the com- 
pany's stationery. Mrs. Moss 
spent more than 80 hours painting 
buildings and street scenes appro- 
priate for the office of the indus- 
trial Realtor. 


As she reflected over her active

Solzhenitsyn? s image tarnished 


An ex-wife's view of a hero

Aleluandr Solzhenitsyn has become 


something of a hero in the West 


mislng moral purpose, the courage to 
challenge the powers of the USSR, the 
tragedy of being exiled from a be- 
loved homeland for trying by his pen 
to set things right. 


He has all the makings: uncompro-

Natalya Reshetovskaya tries to tar- 
nish that image. She portrays her for- 
mer husband as a self-centered, self- 
serving man. The question is should 
we believe her? 


It Is evident in "Sanya",(a pet 


name for Solzhenitsyn) that Resh- 
etovskaya still smarts from that "ter- 
rible blow" he delivered in 1970 when 
he asked for a divorce. After 20 years 
of being together he told her she was 
simply "a figment of his imagina- 
tion." 


THE AUTHOR IS both loving and 


critical of her former mate. She calls 
him "the most intelligent and decent 
human being on earth," "a high-mind- 
ed and exceptional man." She says 
she subordinated all her personal In- 
terests, as teacher, chemist, and pia- 
nist, to the interests of her husband. 


Yet on the same pages she claims 


that the fame that accompanied the 
publication of Sanya's works, made 
him overly self-important, susceptible 
to adulation and very nearly, a ty- 
rant. 


"He felt he knew better than anyone 


else how he should act," she writes. 
And says that her former husband 
lived by only one assumption: that 
there must be no restraints on a 
writer of his caliber. 


IN THE 19601 Solzhenitsyn tells his 


wife of an affair with another woman 
and asks.her to permit him to contin- 
ue it. "You have helped me create 
one novel," he tells'her. "Permit me 
to allow her to help me create anoth- 
er." 


And while she suffers through the 


proposition, he asks her to jot down 
her feelings In a diary so he may use 


them as material for a future novel. 


Solzhenitsyn and 
Reshetovskaya 


met as first year students at the Uni- 
versity of Rostov-on-Don. He was ma- 
joring in physics and mathematics, 
she in chemistry. Their marriage sur- 
vived World War II, eight years of his 
Imprisonment and continued for sev- 
eral years after his release — the 
times when he wrote "One Day in the 
Life of Ivan Denisovich," "The First 
Circle" and part of the "Gulag Archi- 
pelago." 


WE LEARN A a lot about Sol- 


zhenitsyn in the book. We find out he 
loves numbers 'divisible by nine, that 
as a child in school he would nearly 
fault if he did not get an A and that 
when hi prison he probably informed 
on a friend to shorten his own sen- 
tence. 


Yet we learn little about his first 


wife. She does not make it explicit in 
the book that she divorces Sol- 
zhenitsyn while he is in prison and re- 
marries — or lives — with another 
man. Then when Sanya is released, 
she is so strongly attracted to him 
again that they remarry in 1956. 


The book reads fast, but there are 


many gaps. The book ends with the 
two as man and wife and the reader 
feels cheated. After hearing all her 
complaints, are we not entitled to 
hear more about the separation? 


While Solzhenitsyn'lives in exile 


with another wife named Natalya, 
Reshetovskaya still lives in Russia 
and teaches hi Moscow. Nowhere in 
the book does she say why she has 
bothered to write-it Maybe, her for- 
mer husband Is as shallow and incon- 
siderate as she describes. If so, then 
it seems she was a fooL 


Theirs a dream 
that came true

Their story is made of the stuff that dreams are made of — a 


record world fantasy. 


Daryl Dragon and Toni Tennille, so full of love that they wrote a 


passionate love song about it, went into a small recording studio in 
California's San Fernando Valley to cut a record of the song. Drag- 
on played all the instruments and arranged the song, while his girl 
friend (now wife) sang all the vocals. It was the summer of 1973. 


Pleased with their studio results but unsure of what to do next, 


the pair, who were now called The Captain and Tennille, spent $250 
of their own money to have copies of the record made. They then 
sent the copies to radio stations throughout California. 


THE RECORD, "The Way I Want to Touch You," became a 


major hit in the Los Angeles area, even hitting the top 10 at some 
retail outlets. Some disc jockeys at several stations soon began 
asking a major label to pick up the song for national distribution. 


A&M was the label that finally bought the record and re-released 


it. It stayed only a regional hit though. 


The couple's second single, "Love Will Keep Us Together" (writ- 


ten by Nell Sedaka and Howard Greenfield), broke out and became 
a national hit, however. It eventually spent four weeks at the top of 
the Billboard singles chart, the longest span for a single record 
since Paul McCartney's "My Love" of two years ago. 


SOMEWHAT ironically, it was McCartney's new single, "Listen 


to the Man," which bumped "Love Will Keep Us Together" from 
the top spot this week. Still the single had enough appeal to pull the 
couple's first album, named after the single, to the No. 4 album 
spot on the Billboard charts. 


Neither Daryl nor Tonl was a stranger to the music world before 


starting their dream road to stardom. Daryl worked with the Beach 
Boys for years, primarily writing arrangements for the group. He 
is the son of widely known symphony conductor Carmen Dragon. 


Tony has sung all her life, with backing vocals on Elton John's 


"Caribou" album among her credits. She also played piano with the 
Beach Boys during one tour, becoming the only "Beach Girl." 


IT SEEMS natural enough then that Daryl and Toni use four 


songs written by Beach Boys on their initial album. There are 
"Disney Girls" and "I Write the Songs" by Bruce Johnston, "God 
Only Knows" by Brian Wilson and Tony Asher, and "Cuddle Up" 
by Dennis Wilson and Daryl. 


The couple sound better on the uptempo numbers, such as their 


regional and national hits. Their good points are Toni's strong voice 
and Daryl's fine keyboards, including a variety of synthesizers. 


On the minus side, the album shows a tendency toward over- 


production and lacks a consistency in style.

Paul McCartney carries 
rock to the middle aged 


" V o n u s and Man" 
(Capitol 


records) Is Paul McCartney's second 
groat album In a row and Is the surest 
evidence to date that McCartney has 
It In him to carry rock's appeal as 
effectively to middle-aged audiences 
as he has previously to youthful ones. 


That is really just a long-winded 


way to comment on the sophistication 
in stylo of this follow-up to 1973's 
"Band On the Run." McCartney still 
knows how to rock — tho roots pop 
out at you hero and there throughout 
— yet he can still handle the '30s 
sound of "You Gave Mo tho Answer" 
with the same case. 


IN FACT, variety of style Is what 


makes "Venus and Mars" the great 
album It Is. McCartney easily shifts 


Paul 
McCartney 


from tho Icy cool swank of "You Gave 
Mo tho Answer" to the smoothly sung 
comic book stylo "Magneto and Tita- 
nium Man" or from funky rock (a la 
John Lcnnon) and absurd lyric of 
"Spirits of Ancient Egypt" to the 
heavily New Orleans jazz-flavored 
"Medicine Jar." 


McCartney proves he can do just 


about It all, and there is a new humili- 
ty as well. For tho first time since the 
Initial Wings album, McCartnev has 
given up his top billing and labeled 
tho album only under tho group name. 
"Wings is quicker and easier to say 
and everybody knows I'm in the 
group anyway," McCartney 
said 


recently. 


THE MATTER of name is just a 


beginning though. McCartney lets gui- 
tarists Denny Lalno and Jimmy 
McCulloch (new to tho group) sing tho 
leads on "Medicine Jar." 


This album has a looseness, an case 


about It that often has been lacking In 
McCartney's previous 
post-Beatles 


work and it adds to tho enjoyment Im- 
mensely. Most of the album was 
recorded in New Orleans with the 


strings being added in Los Angeles. 


In addition to McCulloch, who re- 


placed Henry McCullough, tho other 
new band member is drummer Joe 
English, an American who replaced 
the English Geoff Britton. Also along 
in guest shots are New Orleans pia- 
nist Allen Toussaint, guitarist Dave 
Mason and saxophonist Tom Scott. 


IT IS SCOTT'S sax that is one of the 


many magic ingredients to the cur- 
rent Wings single, "Listen to What the 
Man Said," which is now the No. 1 
song. (The album just made No. 1. 
also on the national charts.) 


But it Is probably the song that 


"Listen To What the Man Said" 
segues into, "Treat Her Gently — 
Lonely Old People," that is the artis- 
tic and emotional highpolnt of the al- 
bum. 
It is another look into the world 


of old age, a sort of follow up on 
"When I'm Sixty-four" that is more 
pessimistic in its outlook, but is filled 
with sympathy and a plea for com- 
passion. It is one of the most effective 
songs McCartney has ever written. 


Thus McCartney has produced an 


album that appeals to all generations 
of music lovers, presently various 
styles of musical delights all on the 
somo fulfilling bill. Truly, "Venus and 
Mars" is an album of satisfying enter- 
tainment.

DAVID CLAYTON Thomas has re- 


sumed the lead singing chores with 
Blood, Sweat and Tears and neither 
he nor the band have sounded this 
great for many years. "New City" 
(Columbia records) is the album that 
gives witness to this joy-producing re- 
union. 


Clayton-Thomas sings up a storm, 


whether it's on rock classics like 
"Ride Captain Ride" and "Got To Get

Lufkin expresses optimism 


on responsible government 


"MANY SOVEREIGN STATES"

Optimism about government's abili- 


ty to servo Is hardly one of the more 
prominent traits in the American 
psycho; wo seem to bo a nation in 
tovo with our own tendency to bad- 
mouth tho activities of our elected 
and appointed leaders. 


Sometimes, 
especially 
recently, 


wo'vo had good reason. Tho Water- 
gates of tho past few years have hard- 
ly encouraged us to point with pride to 
tho cleanliness and reasonableness of 
our leaders In Springfield or Washing- 
ton. 


Now, however, comes Dan W. Luf- 


kin, to offer a voice of needed optim- 
ism for tho future of cooperation be- 
tween governments. It's a voice that 
deserves to be heard. 


Lufkln's credential Is that he's been 


there. A former businessman, Lufkin 
served as commissioner of Environ- 
mental Protection in Connecticut and, 
according to his insider's account, 
was able to help vitalize both the 
agency's relationship with tho people 
of Connecticut and with tho federal 
government. 


That's the crux of the issue: cooper- 


ation and good works ARE possible, 
and at all levels. Lufkin believes that 
the long-neglected state level is tho 
best place to start. 


Ho traces tho evolution of the 


growth of power of the federal gov- 
ernment from tho Civil War up to tho 
present, and he places the blame on 
tho states themselves for the growth 
of federal power. Inattcntlvcncss to 
the real needs of tho people, he says, 
was tho cause of the decline of state 
government. 


NOW, 
HOWEVER, there's a resur- 


gence. Lufkin says there's a wave of 
reform sweeping many states, citing 
updated state constitutions (remem- 
ber tho 1D70 Illinois Convention?), a 
better quality of stale legislators and 
a growing sense of public responsi- 
bility among business firms.

kln's thesis with at least a modicum 
of 
cynicism. Unlike Connecticut, 


where bossism has declined in recent 
years, we're still locked into the shad- 
owy grip of tho Daley Machine, which 
stifles change on all levels. 


Consider, for example, jet noise 


from O'Harc. If Daley and his min- 
ions would work at all with suburban 
Interests, perhaps the partnership 
could begin. Alas, there ore other and 
better things to do than to work In 
that partnership; In Illinois, "partner- 
ship" has too often meant that some- 
body's cutting in on the political ac- 
tion. 


So, Dan Lufkin, your premise of re- 


vitallzation and partnership sounds 
like a reasonable prescription for gov- 
ernment tailored to the needs of the 
public. But until monopolistic political

'Spoon River* does more than entertain

(A review) 


If you're looking for a different way 


to celebrate a birthday, our nation's 
200th to bo specific, may I suggest 
seeing DCS Plaines Theatre Guild's 
production of "Spoon River Antholo- 
gy?" 


This is an evening that docs more 


than entertain. It causes you to reflect 
— on times past, on human nature, on 
what life's all about — and with the 
gentle prod of the poct-phllosophcr 
rather than the strident shovo of a 
preachy playwright. 


Charles Aldman has dramatized the 


collection of poems by Edgar Lee 
Masters, originally penned as apncry- 
plial cpltnplis on the gravestones of 
citizens of mythical Spoon River, III. 
The result Is an array of characters 
running the gamut of human experi- 
ence and revealing to us after death 
the fears, the shames, the secrets of 
their lives. 


TIIEItE IS NO plot. The only com- 


mon thread, the sharing of a grave- 
yard. And yet the drama compels and 
moves Its audience just as Spoon Riv- 
er draws its citizens home. Singers 
Dawn and Dave Duhalmc of Barring- 
Ion and Joel Cohen of Nilcs provide 
folk music that complements Masters' 
poetry. 


Des Plaincs Theatre Guild seems to 


have- prepared this Bicentennial trib- 
ute with care, under the guidance of 
director Judy Castaldl. 


Though there's only a total of eight 


actors to portray the 75 characters, 
each plays his multiple roles with 
feeling, and all move about the simply 
set stage in a smooth and unobtrusive 
manner, like the gentle flowing of the 
Spoon River Itself. 


DESPITE THE LACK of plot, inter- 


est never lags. Wo arc enthralled by 
this passing parade of characters out 
of latter 10th century Illinois. 


Lighting enhances the portrayals, 


and back drop scenes of a graveyard 
as the production opens and an Amer- 


ican flag during the very moving 
" W h e n Johnny Comes Marching 
Home" sequence contribute greatly to 
the mood and impact of the verses. 
Jan Zablnskl gets credit for the light- 
ing and set design. 


It would be difficult to point to any 


single actor as outshining the-others 
though Joe Mattson, a drama teacher 
at Wheeling High School, probably 
has the most moving port, that of a 
young soldier, proud and patriotic at 
first, then dejected and unbelieving as 
ho discovers the true nature of war. 


AND I WOULD mention Gene Kahn 


because I could not believe It when I 
read in the program notes that his In- 
troduction to theater occurred only 
earlier this year. He spoke his lines 
with such feeling and conviction, he 
seemed a veteran. 


Others In the cast, all superb, In- 


clude Christine Gyssler, the Liat of 
DPTG's "South Pacific"; Marshall 
Kievct, who has some of the more 
wryly humorous lines in this antholo- 
gy; Karen Knudscn; Sandy Rode; Me- 
linda Mattson; and newcomer Harold 
LcBoycr. 


The cast remain in their same basic 


costumes. Yet a coat is discarded, a 
shawl added, a shirt collar unbut- 
toned, and with such simple changes 
each becomes a different character. 


Billed as a "masterpiece of Ameri- 


cana," this production is' Indeed a 
masterpiece by the DCS Plaincs Guild, 
one of the best things it has ever pre- 
sented. There are two more perform- 
ances of "Spoon River" tonight and 
tomorrow at the Guild Playhouse, 620 
Lee St., DCS Plaincs. Curtain Is at 
8:30 p.m. It's a bargain at only $2.50. *

Some people date our atomic ago 


from July 10, 1WS, when the first 
A-bomb was exploded In Now Mexico. 
Actually 
It began 
much earlier, 


maybe with the discovery of X-rays In 
1095. This led Indirectly to the dis- 
covery of radium and other radio- 
active materials In pitchblende — 
which led stcp-by-stcp to the first 
A-bomb. 


In 1890 Henri Bccqucrcl of France 


noticed that uranium gives off mys- 
terious rays of energy. In those days, 
the popular topics were bicycles and 
the newly discovert! X-rays. The 
young Curies often rodo their bikes 
through the French countryside, en- 
joying picnics and admiring the wild- 
flowers. Pierre was a professor of 
physics, his wlfo Mario was a talented 
physics student, very interested in 
X-rays and especially In those strange

uranium emissions. 


In those days female physics stu- 


dents were not syllsh, but this did not 
bother the Curies. They soon dis- 
covered that a uranium ore called 
pitchblende gives off four times more 
of those strange emissions. Marie de- 
cided to probo this secret, and Pierre 
took time off to work on her pitch- 
blende project. 


They suspected that the mineral 


c o m p o u n d contained some mys- 
terious, highly energetic substance, 
perhaps In very small amounts. They 
used a chemical process called pre- 
cipitation, which separated all the 
known elements until only the unkown 
remained. 


Samples of pitchblende were ground 


up, dissolved and precipitated, boiled, 
separated and purified time after 
time. After almost four years of this 
patient toll, they managed to reduce 
eight tons of pitchblende to a few 
thlmblcfuls of radioactive solution. 


But this masterpiece of scientific re- 


search was not complete until at least 
some of the final solution could be Iso- 


lated and Identified as a newly dis- 
covered element. In 1898 the Curies 
announced that they had extracted 
radium from pitchblende. They also 
isolated polonium, a second radio- 
active element, and named for Po- 
land, Marie Curie's homeland. 


In 1903 Marie Curie offered her 


thesis, "Researches on Radioactive 
Substances," to the University of 
Paris. She was awarded the title of 
doctor of physical science and became 
the first female student in Europe to 
receive a doctorate degree. In the 
same year, she shared the Nobel 
Prize for physics with Pierre Curie 
and Henri Becquerel..

bit. If all goes well, the main craft 
zooms on Its way while the used 
booster stage lags behind. But let's 
not expect it to come plummeting 
down on our heads. 


When the booster stage is released, 


it is traveling with the spacecraft at 
tremendous speeds. It lags behind, 
but its momentum keeps it traveling 
fast in the same direction. Its path 
curves toward an orbit that usually 
takes it around the earth. It may stay 
aloft for many years, orbiting as a 
man-made satellite. But gradually its 
orbit grows weaker, and it is pulled 
down to the surface. On the way, fric- 
tion with the air causes it to burn up 
— and usually only its ashes come fil- 
tering down.

but did bid three hearts. He felt that 
three hearts to the king might be 
enough for a heart game. South also 
thought over four spades but finally 
decided that since he might have 
passed at three clubs there was no 
reason to make another bid.

with two clubs and seven spades was 
reached in jig time. 


Of course, both South's made the 


grand slam. This was back in the 
days of total points and the 1,500 
gained by the good bidders was 
enough to give them victory in the 
match.

Carcinoma insitu Is a term for a 


cancerous change of the surface of 
the cervix. By analogy, it is some- 
thing like skin cancer. It may be lo- 
calized on the surface of the cervix or 
at the cervical canal. 


The term is not used for Invasive 


cancer. The extent of the cancer is 
limited to the surface areas and does 
not involve deeper tissues. Actually 
there is a graduation of changes seen 
in the cells of the cervix from normal 
ones to those that show some changes 
that are not considered 
as cancer 


cells (called dysplasia), to cells of 
carcinoma insitu, and finally to those 
of invasive cancer of the cervix in- 
volving the deeper structures. 


Some authorities think carcinoma 


insitu may progress to invasive can- 
cer of the cervix. Adherents to this 
school believe its presence calls for a 
complete hysterectomy 
to prevent 


cancer of the cervix and Us com- 
plication. 


Carcinoma insitu, like some skin 


cancers, may change slowly, if at all. 
For this reason some physicians pre- 
fer to treat the problem by local re-

moval of the abnormal cells without a 
complete hysterectomy. 


The choice of treatment may de- 


pend upon the woman's age and if she 
wants to have more children or not. 
Since It Is a slow process, there is 
roam for allowing a woman to contin- 
ue having her desired family, If she 
remains under careful supervision. 


There are probably many factors in 


the occurrence of carcinoma insitu, 
but It is true that it occurs more often 
In women who engage in sexual rela- 
tions early in life and marry early. 
More recent studies suggest that mul- 
triple sexual partners and early age 
of onset of Intercourse are factors 
that Increase its incidence. Now I has- 
ten to point out that these are group 
studies. This does not mean tliar ev- 
ery woman who has or has had carci- 
noma insitu has been sexually active 
at an early age. There are always 
many exceptions to the general trend. 


A Pap smear should be done cer- 


tainly if the cervix is left In place. 
Usually these days the entire uterus, 
with the cervix, Is removed during a 
hysterectomy. Rarely there could be 
changes in the vaginal wall Some 
carcinomas insitu extend over the sur- 
face of the vagina, and certainly there 
would be a case for following these. 
Pap smears are also used by some 
doctors as an opportunity to study the 
cells to judge the woman's hormone 
balance.

overthrow. And thought he had It. 


Wednesday night, Finley plus owners from Texas, Baltimore and 


New York voted against Kuhn In American League meetings. 


But by Thursday morning, when a joint American and National 


Leagues session was held, tho New York and Texas owners had 
been persuaded to support Kuhn. 


That brought the vote to 22-2 as all National League owners 


supported Kuhn who's generally regarded as a weak commissioner 
but has dealt Finley a few blows. Four negative votes would have 
automatically removed Kuhn from office when his term ends Aug. 
12.1070. 


When Kuhn announced his reelection to the media, Finley sought 


the podium and was rebuffed by the commissioner. Striding to an 
adjacent room. Finley met reporters and related Kuhn's remarks 
when told ot hi* reelection at the joint AL-NL owners meeting. 


Finley sold: "He (Kuhn) sow fit to soy 'Thank you, gentlemen, 


especially those of you who stood by me. It's not surprising It took 
so long cons'dcrlng the quality of the opposition.'" 


Finley correctly Interpreted that as a dig at himself. "To that. I 


said, 'What a Joke!' " Finley related to reporters.

How un- 
justified ... an animal bred by man 
to be so vulnerable to death that one 
wrong move kills him! (And it is man 
that you glorify?)

They are not mere, "things," 
as you call them. In fact, they are 
more humane that many humans. 
They take from nature what they 
need to survive on and that's it. They 
are not intentionally violent, vicious, 
or deceptive as many "thinking" men 
are. It is these innocent creatures that 
are often victims of "wonderful" 
man.

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Attorney preparing case 
Village plotting 
to fire police chief 


by LUISA GINNETTI 


A number of charges are being pre- 


pared against Wheeling Police Chief 
Peter T. Guttllla to be presented to 
the fire and police commission in an 
effort to get the chief fired, according 
to village sources. 


The charges reportedly include alle- 


gations of official misconduct by the 
chief within the last few months, in- 
cluding Guttilln's intervention in a 
traffic court case in May on behalf of 
his secretary's son-in-law. 


Village Mgr. George Passoll has de- 


clined to comment on the matter but 
confirmed he has hired an attorney to 
assist him in determining 
if 
the 


chief's actions warrant charges for 
suspension or dismissal from office. 


PASSOLT ORDERED Guttilla sus- 


pended last May for two days when it 
was learned the chief interceded in 
the court case. Passolt was forced to 
rescind the suspension when Guttllla 
successfully challenged the manager's 
authority to suspend him; GuttUla as- 
serted this power rests solely wHh the 
police and fire commission. 


The village board authorized Pas- 


solt to hire an attorney to assist him 
in b r i n g i n g suspension charges 
against the chief. Trustees, in author- 
izing the move, also have said they 
want a clarification from the commis-

sion on who Guttllla's superior is and 
to whom he is required to report. 


Until this question is settled, offi- 


cials have said they are handcuffed in 
starting any disciplinary proceedings 
against the chief. 


ACCORDING TO ILLINOIS stat- 


utes, the power to suspend or dismiss 
police or fire chiefs rests only with 
the police and fire commission, as 
Guttilla contended when he chal- 
lenged his suspension. 


A RECENT ILLINOIS Supreme 


Court case, Bovinettc vs. City of Mas- 
coutnh, upheld this law, stating that 
dismissal or suspension can come 
about only after just cause has been 
proven and the defendant Is given an 


opportunity to be heard. 


In the Bovinette case, the city man- 


ager fired the police chief and the ac- 
tion was upheld in both the Circuit 
Court of St. Clair County and the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court. 


In overturning the ruling, the Su- 


preme Court said a manager's ap- 
pointment power does not carry a cor- 
' responding discharge power under Il- 
linois law. 


A bill presented in the Illinois Gen- 


eral Assembly during the last session 
sought to change this law by giving 
the power to suspend or dismiss po- 
lice and fire chiefs to the municipal 
authorities. 


THE WHEELING Village Board 


adopted a resolution in support of the 
bill, but it failed to win approval in 
the legislature. 


Although Passolt has refused to 


comment on the case, it is believed 
charges will be filed within the next 
few weeks. 


The charges will not be made pub- 


lic, however, until a formal hearing is 
set by the commission, at which the 
chief will be allowed to defend him- 
self. 


If charges are filed and a hearing 


scheduled, Passolt can suspend Gut- 
tilla for 30 days pending the outcome 
of the commission's hearing.

second campus will cost if the college 
needs it. 


Board Prcs. Shirley Munson said,, 


"We want to assure people that we 
will not spend this money until we 
have affirmation for the need for it." 


Board member William Kelly said it 


would be "tricky" of the board to ask 


for money only to buy the land now 
and then asfc the voters in several 
years for additional money for the 
building.

Township. 


THE FIGURES were compiled by 


Lake County Supervisor of Assess- 
ments Robert Jasper and the Lake 
County Board of Review. 


The state department, however, had

Frank A. Kirk, spokesman for the

bers of the city council for several 
weeks.

Ing general-obligation bonds instead 
of revenue bonds to finance a parking 
deck for the proposed Supcrblock 
project now appears likely. 


Edward Benjamin, tho city's bond 


consultant, told several members of 
the city council this week that the rev- 
enue bonds previously under consid- 
eration by tho city would not be mar- 
ketable. 


General-obligation bonds would be 


saleable, ho said, because they would 
be backed by city tax funds and would 
guarantee a return to investors. 


REVENUE BONDS, while paying 


investors a higher interest rate, are 
not as secure because the return to 
investors is dependent on revenue 
raised by the facility being financed 
with the bonds. 


In the case of the parking deck, pro- 


posed for Elllnwood Street, revenue 
bonds would be paid off with money 
from parking fees. 


"Straight parking revenue bonds 


would not be saleable in today's mar- 
ket because there are so many other 
types of bonds that guarantee in- 
vestors a higher yield on their mon- 
ey," Benjamin said. He stressed the 
plan was still under study.

The land the. sanitary district will

The condemnation suits are the 


most recent in a series of actions tak- 
en by the MSD to construct the plant 
which received federal approval ear- 
lier this year. 


The city and sanitary district still 


are in court on other issues including 
tho city's efforts to make the district 
meet city health ordinances in plant 
construction. 


The consultant said general-obliga- 


tion bonds, besides being more mar- 
ketable, also would carry a sig- 
nificantly lower Interest rate. Gener- 
al-obligation bonds would carry an in- 
terest rate of from 6.5 to 6.9 per cent, 
he said, while revenue bonds would 
pay interest of 8 to 8.25 per cent. 


"On a strictly financial basis there 


is a fantastic difference between gen- 
eral-obligation bonds and revenue 
bonds," Benjamin said. "The general- 
obligation bonds would be much 
cheaper for the city." 


BENJAMIN SAID the only way rev- 


enue bonds would be marketable is if 
the city "sweetened them" by guaran- 
teeing that all deficiencies in revenue 
would be paid with city tax money. 


If the city chooses to sell revenue 


bonds to finance the parking deck, he 
said, the bonds could be backed by 
sales tax revenue. He said the city 
probably would have to set aside 
$300,000 in sales tax revenue each 
year in order to satisfy investors and 
make the bonds saleable. 


In the event parking revenue was 


adequate to pay off the bonds, the 
$300,000 would be returned to the 
city's corporate fund at the end of the 
year. 


The consultant said if the city 


chooses to sell general-obligation 
bonds a $2.8 million bond issue will be 
necessary. If revenue bonds backed 
by city sales tax are sold a $3,550,000 
bond issue will be needed. 


The proposed parking deck would 


be built by the city to accommodate 
Superblock, the first phase of the 
city's downtown redevelopment plan. 


The Des Plaines Mall corp. has pro-

Parks OK $1.2 million budget 
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Tho DCS Plaines Park Board has 


approved a $1.2 million budget for the 
1075-76 fiscal year which calls for no 
increase in taxes. The budget Is up 2 
per cent over last year. 


Robert Kunkel, director of parks 


and recreation, said Thursday the 
budget may have to be revised some- 
what after the park district receives 
its assessed valuation. 


"The newspapers have been saying 


our assessed valuation is going to go- 
down, about 9.5 per cent," Kunkel 
said. "If that happens we'll 'have to 
cut the budget by that amount." 


Kunkel said he anticipates no in- 


crease in taxes because the park dis- 
trict already taxes residents to the 
maximum rate allowed by law. The 
only way taxes would rise, he said, Is 


Dog bun to remain: park commissioners 


The DCS Plaines Park District will 


not revise its pet ordinance to allow 
dogs in local parks. 


The park district board of commis- 


sioners decided this week to re- 
tain the present pet ordinance and not 
adopt a proposal to allow leashed 
dogs in parks. 


"It was the commissioners' feeling 


that allowing dogs in parks would be a 
nuisance to those who come to the 
park to relax,"' said David Mark- 
worth, superintendent of recreation. 


Board members'also called for 


more rigid enforcement of the pet or- 
dinance in the future, he said. 


if the assessed valuation of the dis- 
trict increased. 


THE PARK DISTRICT taxes resi- 


dents 15 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation for its corporate fund and 7.5 
cents for its recreation fund. A prop- 
erty owner with a home assessed at 
$10,000 pays $22.50 a year in park dis- 
trict taxes. 


Kunkel said the cost of all park dis- 


trict activities, with the exception of 
learn-to-swim classes, will remain un- 
changed. The swim classes, which 
were free, now will cost $4, he said. 


The budget, about $28,000 higher 


than last year, provides for about 'a 6 
per cent pay raise for park district 
employes. Kunkel said with step in- 
creases some employes will get 
slightly more than 6 per cent. 


The budget includes the following 


annual salaries for employes: $23,320 
for Kunkel; $18,020 for David Mark- - 


worth, superintendent of recreation; 
and $17,940 for Robert Towler, super- 
intendent of parks. 


THE BUDGET ALSO Includes pay- 


ing the district's four recreation su- 
pervisors a total of $45,169 for the 
year. The salary schedule for super- 
visors ranges from $10,692 to $13,155 
annually. 


Kunkel said although the total budg- 


et for 1975-76 is slightly higher than a 
year ago, expenditures in the corpo- 
rate and recreation funds will be low- 
er. 


The corporate fund budget calls for 


expenditures of $548,200, about $13,000 
less than a year ago. The recreation 
fund budget of $418,172 is down almost 
$13,000 from 1974-75. 


The reason for the over-all increase 


in the budget, Kunkel said, is because 
of an additional $48,000 in interest the 
park district will pay on bonds it sold. 


Areawide 
environment 
unit set up 


A newly formed council designed to 


serve as a forum for discussing area- 
wide environmental problems has. 
been organized by seven Northwest 
suburbs. 


Bylaws for the Northwest Environ- 


mental Council were approved last 
week by representatives from Des 
Plaines, Arlington Heights, Wheeling, 
M o u n t Prospect, Buffalo Grove, 
Schaumburg and Rolling Meadows at 
a meeting at the Arlington Heights 
Village Hall. 


Officers for the council elected at 


the meeting include Jean Hanlon, 
chairman, who is chairman of the Ar- 
lington Heights Environmental Con- 
trol Commission; James Green, vice 
chairman, who is vice chairman of 
the Wheeling Environmental Advisory 
Commission; and Philip Lindahl, sec- 
retary-treasurer, who is city environ- 
m e n t a l control officers in Des 
Plaines. 


GREEN SAID the council is open to 


all communities who are members of 
the Northwest Municipal Conference. 
Communities not in the conference 
also may join but will not be given 
voting privileges. 


"Environmental problems occur on 


an area basis not on a municipal basis 
and this is the theory we used as a 
concept in the council's organization," 
Green said. "This is not a ruling body 
but a clearing house for people to get 
together and resolve problems that af- 
fect us all," he added. 


Objectives of the council include: 
• To promote 
intergovernmental 


cooperation and communication re- 
garding regional environmental prob- 
lems and legislation. 


• To encourage and support envi- 


ronmental action and legislation that 
will protect and enhance the physical 
environs of member communities. 


• To broaden understanding of en- 


vironmental problems and concerns. 


• To disseminate information con- 


cerning environmental needs and leg- 
islation. 


• To act in an advisory and re- 


search capacity concerning environ- 
mental matters. 


• To provide assistance to mem- 


bers regarding environmental prob- 
lems. 


The council will meet bimonthly on 


the second Thursday of the month at 
different member communities. An 
annual general meeting of the council 
will take place the fourth Thursday in 
September. 


Each community will have one vote 


on policy matters and amendments to 
the bylaws will require two-thirds ap- 
proval from the council.

Savage said Rohde cited eight truck 


drivers for having wet-weight ve- 
hicles during the first 13 days of the 
new program. The drivers had to post 
a total of $2,332 in bonds, pending

THE NEW enforcement program 


began after Rohdo had attended a 
state police school on overweight 
trucks. Savage said tho program was 
started because "wo have received 
complaints that there have been over- 
weight trucks In tho area."

Savage said the overweight trucks 


damage road pavements, especially 
on streets that are not built to carry 
the excessive weights. He also ac- 
cused tho drivers of "cheating." 


"Their licenses go according to 


their weight: So they're cheating by 
not getting the proper license and 
paying less for the license," he said. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy 


praised the new program. He said the 
added enforcement will mean extra 
money for the village. The fine money 
goes to the village when a trucker Is 
found guilty, and if a trucker falls to 
show In court, he forfeits his bond 
money which also would go to the vil- 
lage. 


Bond money often is forfeited, espe- 


cially If a trucker la from outside Illi- 
nois, police said. The bond amount de- 
pends on how much a truck Is over- 
weight. 


SAVAGE SAID that during the 


same 13-day period, which ended 
Wednesday, Rohde wrote 55 speeding 
tickets, using radar to clock the offen- 
ders. Of that total, 39 speeding tickets 
were given to drivers on the 111.

Won't be swayed by new Chicago plan 
Bears still want Arlington arena

The Chicago Bears are not inter- 


ested in giving up their Arlington 
Park Race Track stadium plan for a 
$200 million stadium-sports center 
proposed for a landfill peninsula in 
Lake Michigan, Ed McCaskey, Bears 
vice president, said Thursday. 


"The Bears have made a com- 


mitment to the Village of Arlington 
Heights that, if they want us, we want 
to play In Arlington Heights. That's 
our position positively," McCaskey 
said. 


A plan to build an 80,000-seat domed 


stadium for baseball and football, a 
horse racing track and an arena for 
basketball and hockey on a 50-acre 
landfill peninsula in Lake Michigan 
was presented to Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley Wednesday by .a 
group of architects, planners and con- 
struction company officials. 


Many residents get college degrees 


THERE WAS NO Immediate pro- 


posal for financing, or timetable for 
building the lakefront complex. 


McCaskey said he received a call 


about a week ago from a proponent of 
the landfill stadium plan. 


"I told him exactly what I just told 


you, that we have a commitment tt 
Arlington Heights and we intend to 
pursue it vigorously," he said. 
' JAMES T. RYAN, Arlington Heights 
village president, said Thursday that 
a competing stadium plan In Chicago 
does not put any pressure on the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board to ap- 
prove the Bears stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


"We will continue to move at our 


own pace on the one (stadium) pro- 
posal that is before us," Ryan said, 
adding that newspaper stories on the 
lakefront stadium plan Thursday gave 
no firm indication of how the project 
could be financed. 


"From time to time .we see plans 


like this one — or mile-high buildings 
and space needles in the suburbs," he 
said. 


THE LAKEFRONT sports complex 


was planned by Harry Weesc & Asso- 
ciates, architects; Engineers Colla- 
borative; Floyd Magnuson, architect; 
Geiger Berger Associates, structural 
engineers; Barton-Aschman Associ- 
ates, planning consultants; and Turn- 
er Construction Co. 


The stadium would have an air-sup- 


ported bubble top similar to a new 
Detroit Lions football stadium ncaring 
completion in Pontiac, Mich. It Is cir- 
cular in design and could be adapted 
for both baseball and football games. 
The race track would have a 5/8 mile 
course and be used primarily for har- 
ness racing. 


A marina with moorings for 2,000 


boats also could be a part of the new 
sports complex which would be lo- 
cated just south of Navy Pier. 


Rental fees for the boat moorings 


could be one source of revenue to pay 
for the'complex. 


NORMAN ZIMMERMAN, an archi- 


tect at Weese, said Thursday the en- 
tire plan was "very preliminary." 


"It was an idea we thought was 


good so we presented it to the may- 
or," Zimmerman said. 


Planning for the lakefront complex 


started a couple of months ago. But 
Zimmerman said the stadium was not 
drawn intentionally to lure the Bears 
away from Arlington Heights. 


"As far as I know, they (the Bears) 


won't even discuss it until the Arling- 
ton Park proposal is decided," he 


-said. 


Zimmerman admitted that he really 


didn't know what next step would fol- 
low the unveiling of the plan. "I guess 
this can't be done without state and 
city approval," he said, adding that 
the next move, if there is to be one, is 
probably up to Mayor Daley.

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$12 million Harper 
referendum set Sept. 27 
FACTORY AIR CONDITIONING

Tho Harper College 
Board of 


Trustees voted unanimously Thursday 
to hold a referendum Sept. 27 to ask 
for approval of $12,030,500 In bonds. 


The funds would be used to pay for 


purchase of a second campus site at 
Palatlno and Schocnbcck roads In Ar- 
lington Heights, additional buildings 
on the college's Palatine campus, and 
for building for the second campus 
the board says will be needed by 1081. 


College officials estimated the In- 


creased average annual cost In prop- 
erty taxes would be just over 2 cents 
per $100 per assessed valuation over 
the 20-year life of the bonds. The tat 
rate would be about 5 cents per $100 
the first year the bonds arc sold and 
would decline each year thereafter. 


INCLUDED Is money to build a 


physical education building and gym- 
nasium on the Palatine campus with- 
out financial assistance from the 
state. 


Twenty-five per cent of most build- 


Ings at the college are financed 
through locally raised bond money 
and 75 per cent from state money. 
However, state officials have refused 
to authorize money for physical edu- 
cation facilities for Harper. 


Of the amount to be requested, 


$7,050,000 will be for buildings on the 
present campus. Another $2,106,000 
will pay for the second site property. 
In addition, $2,883,500 will be used If 
the college builds on the second 
campus.

Center-Chicago link 
Busing plan 
hits a snag

Efforts ^o get buses rolling between 


Chicago and the Elk Grove Village 
Center, Industrial Park have stalled 
becauob of uncertainty about the kind 
of transportation needs and costs. 


The Elk Grove Assn. of Industry 


and Commerce has been negotiating 
with the Chicago Transit Authority for 
almost a year on transportation plans 
for Industrial park workers who live 
in the city. 


Under the plan, a worker could use 


CTA buses to travel to Jefferson Park 
each day to catch a shuttlcbus to the 
industrial park. 


AFTER STUDYING projected rl- 


dcrshlp figures for the past several 
months, the CTA has rejected the 
original proposal and offered instead 
to provide charter service to the Indus 
trial park from the Franklin Park sta- 
tion only. 


Stanley Klybcr, association execu- 


tive vice president said the CTA bid 
for the limited service is "unreason- 
ably high" and docs not fit the needs 
of local workers. 


"Under the CTA proposal, the work- 


ers would still have to pay for other 
CTA transportation to get to Franklin 
Park." he said. "We're still trying to 
negotiate on the total package." 


Klybcr said a private transit com- 


pany has submitted what he considers 
to be a fair bid on service from Jef- 
ferson Park to Elk Grove Village, but 
only the CTA can provide the com- 
plete service sought by the associ- 
ation. 


TALKS WITH the CTA will continue 


in an effort to persuade the agency to 
provide the services for a fee riders 
arc likely to accept, he said. 


The cost is an Important factor in 


the association's proposal that the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority as- 
sume any loses in the operation of 
the service for the first six months. 


RTA officials have agreed with the 


association, Klybcr said, that the fee 
presently suggested by the CTA would 
be prohibitive for many workers, re- 
sulting in losses of anticipated reve- 
nue. 


"There is a projection of high losses 


with the CTA proposal the way It 
stands now and that really turned off 
the RTA," Klyber said. "So we're 
going back to the CTA and we'll just 
have to sec what can be worked 
out." • 


A recent survey showed that about 


a third of the 32,000 workers in the 
industrial park travels to and from 
Chicago each day. About 000 per- 
sons indicated they would use a shut- 
tlcbus service if it were available.

Working together eases distrust 
Nurses, medics team up to learn

Emergency-room nurses used to 


think of paramedics as checker- 
playing comedians with lots of en- 
thusiasm and little medical knowl- 
edge. 


But the distrust is disappearing 


as more nurses ride along with 
paramedics on ' their emergency 
runs, said Bobbie Quinn, nurse 
coordinator 
for the suburban 


paramedic program. 


Paramedics are trained firemen 


who provide emergency medical 
care enroute to a hospital while 
in radio contact with a doctor. 
The program has been in oper- 
ation in the Northwest suburbs 
since 1972. 


"AT FIRST THERE was a little 


apprehension on the part of the 
emergency-room personnel," Ms. 
Quinn said. "In some ways the 
nurses felt threatened because 
they didn't know what the actual 


paramedic role would be. But by 
going along on the rusn they get 
to know the fellows and see that 
they're an Important part of the 
emergency team." 


Lt. Clyde Hood, coodinator of 


the Elk Grove Village para- 
medic program, said five nurses 
have ridden with his department 
since June. 


"I think it's a great idea for the 


nurses to come along," Hood said. 
"The 
firemen 
spent 
several 


hours in emergency rooms as part 
of their paramedic training and it 
helps give them a better idea of 
what happens after they drop 
patients off at the hospital. The 
nurses riding along will make 
both parties more aware of the 
other's role." 


The biggest discovery for nurs- 


es on the paramedic runs, Ms. 
Quinn said, is the-"totally differ- 
ent environment," of emergency 


care before patients reach the 
hospital. 


"A hospital is a sheltered, clean 


environment with total control at 
all times," Ms. Quinn said. "So 
it's a bit of a shock for the nurses 
to realize that paramedics have to 
deal with delirious families and 
burning cars along with a heart 
attack." 


MS. QUINN SAID the nurses at 


Northwest Community Hospital 
are paid for four hours a month to 
ride with paramedics. She said 
the response has been "very fa- 
vorable — those paramedics bring 
a breath of fresh air into the 
emergency room, and the nurses 
are anxious to see how their role 
really works." 


"We've even' had a few nurses 


sign up to take paramedic train- 
ing — which is great considering 
the long hours they put in al- 
ready," she said. 


Suzanne Langlo, an Elk Grove 


Village resident and nurse in the 
intensive-coronary unit at Resur- 
rection Hospital in Chicago, has 
ridden with the Elk Grove Village 
paramedics several times. She 
said she is "very enthusiastic" 
about the rides and plans on tak- 
ing the paramedic training as 
well. 


"I think the whole concept of 


paramedic care is fantastic," she 
said. "Before the program start- 
ed, a person often came into the 
emergency room in worse shape 
than when the accident occurred. 
But now I've seen so many cases 
of lives being saved that you can't 
help being impressed." 


"Anyone can work on a floor 


with help all around you," she 
said. "But when you can bring 
back someone who was clinically 
dead — that's a great feeling. 
Paramedics make it a lot easier 
for us, and I'm glad I'm getting 
the chance to see them in action."

THE BUDGET received tentative 


approval from the Dist. 54 Board of 
Education Thursday night. The budg- 
et will go on public display at the dis- 
trict's administrative offices at 804 W.

Although the district is projecting a 


balanced budget next year,,the budget 
is tighter than it has been in the past, 
said Marvin Laplcola, assistant super- 
intendent for finance. The district had 
hoped for a larger increase in the as- 
sessed valuation of property in the 


district, the figure on. which tax reve- 
nue is based. 


Assessed valuation increased 6.1 per 


cent to $395 million. District officials 
had hoped the figure would be closer 
to $410 million. Lapicola said a de- 
crease in construction in the area due 
to the economy and a lower equal- 
ization factor used in figuring the 
assessments resulted in the lower fig- 
ure. The loss will mean that the sur- 
plus in the budget next year will not 
be as.high as the surplus in previous 
budgets. Lapicola is figuring a $34,450 
surplus next year as compared to

The program will serve about 20 
students In tho district at a cost of 
about $15,000. High School Dist. 211 
teachers will offer academic courses 
and The Bridge counselors will be on 
hand" for Individual, group and family 
counseling.

5-to-l vote of the board for a one-year 
trio) period. Board member Edward 
Perry passed on tho roll-call vote.

$818,268 in last year's budget. 


Despite the lower assessment, Lap- 


Icola is estimating a one-cent tax de- 
crease per $100 assessed valuation 
next year. The tax rate is estimated 
at $2.52 per $100. 


EDUCATIONAL expenses are esti- 


mated at $18.18 million next year, an 
Increase of 18.9 per cent. Most of the 
increase is due to increased teacher 
salaries, educational equipment, and 
the addition of about 60 new staff 
members.' 


Although teachers and the board 


are still negotiating for new teacher 
contracts, the budget does contain a 
margin for pay raises for teachers. 
Lapicola said he could not release the 
margin figures because it might af- 
fect the bargaining process. 


State aid for educational expenses is 


expected to Increase from $9.16 mil- 
lion to $10.3 million this year. Lap- 
icola said he does not know if Dist. 54 
will be affected by Gov. Daniel Walk- 
er's cut in state aid, but said the dis- 
trict could lose as much as $500,000. 


Lapicola is estimating a deficit in 


the district's building fund next year. 
Expenses are expected to Increase 
30.8 per cent to $2.01 million while 
revenue Is budgeted at $1.7 million. 
Lapicola said the deficit will be made 
up by extra monies in the building 
fund left over from previous years. 


The expenses are due to more fuel 


and utility costs, increased salaries for 
maintenance workers, and carpeting, 
landscaping and partitions for the dis- 
trict's new school and building addi- 
tions.

In the Bovinette cose, the city man- 


ager fired the police chief and the ac- 
tion was upheld in both the Circuit 
Court of St. Clnir County and the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court. 


In overturning the ruling, the Su- 


preme Court said a manager's ap- 
pointment power does not carry a cor- 
responding discharge power under Il- 
linois law. 


A bill presented in the Illinois Gen- 


eral Assembly during the last session 
sought to change this law by giving 
the power to suspend or dismiss po- 
lice and fire chiefs to the municipal 
authorities. 


THE WHEELING Village Board 


adopted a resolution in support of the 
bill, but it failed to win approval in 
the legislature. 


Although Passolt has refused to 


comment on the case, it Is believed 
charges will be filed within the next 
few weeks.

could be one source of revenue to pay 
for the complex. 


NORMAN ZIMMERMAN, an archi- 


tect at Weese, said Thursday the en- 
tire plan was "very preliminary." 


"It was an idea we thought was 


good so we presented it to the may- 
or," Zimmerman said. 


Planning for the lakefront complex 


started a couple of months ago. But 
Zimmerman said the stadium was not 
drawn Intentionally to lure the Bears 
away from Arlington Heights. 


"As far as I know, they (the Bears) 


won't even discuss it until the Arling- 
ton Park proposal is decided," he 
said. 


Zimmerman admitted that he really 


didn't know what next step would fol- 
low the unveiling of the plan. "I guess 
this can't be done without state and 
city approval," he said, adding that 
the next move, if there is to be one, is 
probably up to Mayor Daley.

Complete airport study, panel urges 


A Schaumburg Transportation Com- 


mittee decision to request completion 
of a $56,000 federal and state funded 
airport feasibility study will be pre- 
sented to the village board Tuesday. 


Three members of the village trans- 


portation committee voted Thursday 
to ask the village board to complete 
Phase II of the study, which will in- 
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volve an environmental-impact state- 
ment and public hearings as required 
by the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration. 


The final half of the study, at a cost 


of $26,000, is expected to take about 10 
months to complete from the date of 
authorization. 


"This is not saying that we are rec- 


ommending that the village buy the 
existing airport. We are merely ask- 
ing to proceed with the environmental 
study and call public hearings," said 
Fred Dietrich, transportation com- 
mittee chairman. 


VOTING WITH Dietrich were com- 


mittee members James Timmons and 
William Nelson. 


Dietrich said the vilage cannot con- 


tinue with the study unless author- 
ization also comes from the FAA und 
the 111. Dept. of Transportation. 


Both agencies are participating in 


the funding of the feasibility study. In 
the final report on the first phase, 
consultants Howard, Needles, TamT 
men, and Bergendoff have recom- 
mended the village proceed with pur- 
chasing the privately owned airfield 
on W. Irving Park Road, provided the 
cost of the project does not exceed 


$8.5 million and that the state and fed- 
eral government can assist. 


Consultants recommend the field re- 


main 'a general aviation airport which 
can accommodate propeller aircraft 
weighing' less than 12,500 pounds. 
They say the field cannot handle jet 
or commercial aircraft. 


"THERE ARE many reasons why 


failing to complete the second part 
of the study would be an injustice," 
Dietrich said, referring to "fears ex- 
pressed from time to time by neigh- 
boring communities." 


Citing a December 1973 resolution 


passed by the Streamwood Village 
Board objecting to proposed airport 
improvement as having "an adverse 
effect on the health, welfare and safe- 
ty of the community," Dietrich said 
the environmental aspects must be 
analyzed. This is not an unreasonable 
fear, he added. 


Committee member James Phillips, 


who arrived after the vote was taken, 
said he believes the committee "must 
address itself to priorities. I'm not 
sure the airport has our first priority 
but I'm convinced we must take the 
consultants' economic report into con- 
sideration," Phillips said. 


She asked if the program could be 


conducted in one of Dist. ,211's build- 
ings. "Maybe this is one of the things 
we should think of as a use for Pala- 
tine High School," she said. 


"It's not that I'm against the pro- 


gram, it's just that I have some very 
strong feelings that we should keep it 
in our own confines." 


DAVID RUSSELL, director of The 


Bridge, said he expects no space or 
noise problems. "We have a place 
and a facility equipped to handle this 
kind of kid," he said. 
, 


The program is designed to be an 


extension of other programs housed in 
Dist. 211 for students with behavioral 
problems. The off-campus program is 
for students who cannot cope with any 
sort of school setting. 


The program has been approved by 


the Illinois Office of Education. 


Perry asked whether there would be 


a conflict in combining Dist. 211 funds 
and The Bridge funds, which come 
from township revenues. 


HE SAID HE expects the district to 


hear "flack from other public bodies 
or taxpayers," for using The Bridge 
funds, he suggested the district pay 
rent to The Bridge and pay a portion 
of the salary of The Bridge staff 
members. 


According to the adopted plan, the 


district's cost will include supplies 
and salaries for two teachers and one 
aide. 


Board member Jean Fisler is coor- 


dinator of community development at 
The Bridge. She said the district's at- 
torney told her that the position there 
would not pose a conflict of interest 
because there is "no exchange of 
money" between Dist. 211 and The 
Bridge. 


She said she does not expect to be 


"directly working with any of the kids 
in the program."

approved a five-year plan to expand Its media equipment and will 
bo acquiring color television equipment In all schools. 


The plan calls for (ho purchase of television equipment for 


recording television programs off the air and previewing and using 
color video cassette programs for Instructional purposes. 
' During the first year, video taping equipment will be purchased 
for taping television broadcasts of network programming within the 
copyright laws. 


During the second year the four junior high schools In the district 


and six elementary schools will be equipped with video cassette 
playback decks, and color monitors which can also be used for 
black and white camera recording and playback. 


Schools receiving the equipment include Plum Grove, Sandburg, 


Winston Park and Palatine Hills Junior highs and Churchill, Hunt- 
Ing Ridge, Lincoln, Willow Bend, Joel Wood and Lake Louise ele- 
mentary schools. 


The remaining 10 elementary schools will receive the video cas- 


sette playback decks and color monitors during the third year of 
the program. 


The fourth and fifth year of the plan provide for the purchase of 


portable color camera equipment which can be used in any district 
school or In the community for livo recordings. 


The Intent of the expanded media program is to improve the 


district Instructional program. Students would have access to the 
video cassettes for independent study and special projects in the 
school resource center. Instructional materials in video cassette 
form will be immediately available to teachers. 


The district expects to spend $179,206 during the next five years 


to Implement the plan. During the past five years the district spent 
$205,698 in acquiring audiovisual and black and white television 
equipment.

Mnrion Omlntck, assistant superintendent for Instruction, said the 


flvo-ycnr plan will bo evaluated after three years so that money, 
spent will not exceed that spent during the past five years. 


Ho said there are many Instructional television programs avail- 


able to schools at no charge through the Illinois Office of Education 
and other sources. 


The board unanimously approved the five-year plan.

Although the district is projecting a 


balanced budget next year, the budget 
is tighter than it has been in the past, 
said Marvin Lapicola, assistant super- 
intendent for finance. The district had 
hoped for a larger increase in the as- 
sessed valuation of property in the 
district, the figure on which tax reve- 
nue is based. 


Assessed valuation increased 6.1 per 


cent to $395 million. District officials 
had hoped the figure would be closer 
to $410 million. Lapicola said a de- 
crease in construction in the area due 
to the economy and a lower equal- 
ization factor used, in figuring the 
assessments resulted in the lower fig- 
tire. The loss will mean that the sur- 
plus in the budget next year will not 
be as high as the surplus in previous 
budgets. Lapicola is figuring a $34,450 
surplus next year as compared to 
$818,268 in last year's budget. 


Despite the lower assessment, Lap- 


icola is estimating a one-cent tax de- 
crease per $100 assessed valuation 
next year. The tax rate is estimated 
at $2.52 per $100. 


EDUCATIONAL expenses are esti- 


mated at $18.18 million next year, an 
increase of 18.9 per cent. Most of the 
increase is due to increased teacher 
salaries, educational equipment, and 
the addition of about 60 new staff 
members. 


Although teachers and the board 


are still negotiating for new teacher 
contracts, the budget-does contain a 
margin for' pay raises for teachers. 
Lapicola sold he could not release the 
margin figures because it might af- 
fect the bargaining process. 


State aid for educational expenses is 


expected to increase from $9.16 mil- 
lion to $10.3 million this year. Lap- 
icola said he does not know if Dist. 54 
will be affected by Gov. Daniel Walk- 
er's cut in state aid, but said the dis- 
trict could lose as much as $500,000. 


Lapicola is estimating a deficit in 


the district's building fund next year. 
Expenses are expected to increase 
308 per cent to $2.01 million while 
revenue is budgeted at $1.7 million. 
Lapicola said the deficit will be made 
up by extra monies in the building 
fund left over from previous years. 


The expenses are due to more fuel 


and utility costs, increased salaries for 
maintenance workers, and carpeting, 
landscaping and partitions for the dis- 
trict's new school and building addi- 
tions.

As proposed, The Purple Haze will

MARCANIO 
SAID The 
Purple 


Haze concept is based on a belief that 
high school teens can handle the re- 
sponsibility of organizing their own 
entertainment and operating the cen- 
ter. A governing board of eight teen- 
agers will operate the center and all 
jobs below management level will be 
held by high school students. 


Marcanio said The Purple Haze is 


designed to make a profit. He said, 
however, that the center would donate 
2.5 per cent of its Income to Schaum- 
burg to be used for youth programs. 


The governing board Is unique, 


Marcanio said, because it will allow 
teens to have almost total say in the 
way the center Is run. Two teens from 
each of the high school-age levels will 
be elected to paid, nonrenewable one- 
year posts. Two non-voting represen- 
tatives of the center's adult manage- 
ment also will be represented on the 
board. 


"We want the botrd members to 


help communicate to the kids that this 
is their center," Marcanlo said. 
"They will help in the selection of en- 
tertainment and provide other general 
contributions to the center.". 


THE BOARD members also will be 


responsible for organizing supervision 
of the center. 


"We are going to assume that a 


great many of the kids are respon- 
sible," he sold. "And they know that 
if they goof off we will close the place 
down."

• To promote Intergovernmental 


cooperation and' communication re- 
garding regional environmental prob- 
lems and legislation. 


• To encourage and support envi- 


ronmental action and legislation that 
will protect and enhance tho physical 
environs of member communities. 


• To broaden understanding of en- 


vironmental problems and concerns. 


• To disseminate information con- 


cerning environmental needs and leg- 
islation. 


• To act in an advisory and re- 


search capacity concerning environ- 
mental matters. 


• To provide assistance to mem- 


bers regarding environmental prob- 
lems. 


The council will meet bimonthly on 


the second Thursday of the month at 
different member communities.

mini-bikes and swimming pools 
around the corner. But when the kids 
say they have nothing to do they 
mean they have nothing to do with 
their friends at one time. That's what 
\ve want to provide." 


THE TENTATIVE location for The 


Purple Haze is a 20,000-square-foot 
area of the Woodfield Commons Shop- 
ping Center near B. Ginnings. Mar- 
canio said he thought the location was 
ideal because it was centrally located 
between several high school districts 
and would give a place for teens to 
get together while adults were in 
Woodfield Shopping Center or B. Gin- 
nings. 


The game room, specialty shops 


and food service area will be open to 
the general public, Marcanio said, but 
the dance floor will be open to high 
school-aged youths only. Youths also 
will have to pay a $3 yearly member- 
ship fee to use the dance facilities. 


Members will be required to obey 


simple rules such as smoking only in 
restricted areas, and drugs and alco- 
hol will not be allowed. No alcohol or 
cigarets will be sold on the premises, 
Marcanlo said. 


The center will be open from early 


morning to one-half hour before cur- 
few in the summer. This will allow 
The Purple Haze to be used as a 
drop-in center during the day with 
dancing and a free juke box for an 
admission fee of 50 cents. 


THE ENTIRE AREA would be dec- 


orated in a "rock" format, with wood 
and stainless steel dance floors sup- 
plementing an electric one. 


"We want to give the kids as nice a 


place as adults can find," Marcanlo 
said. 


A major obstacle blocking the open- 


ing of the center is a Schaumburg or- 
dinance prohibiting electronic-game 
devices within the village. Marcanio 
said he could open the center without 
the special-use permit allowing the 
devices, but he feels the games are 
"an important part of the total con- 
cept."

McCaskcy said he received a call

Schaumburg, Is seeking a special-use 
permit fron the Village of Schaum- 
burg to allow the use of electric coin- 
operated gaming devices at a pro- 
posed youth entertainment center, 
The Purple Haze. 


As proposed, Tho Purple Haze will 


combine a danco floor for 1,500 teens 
with a 50-machinc electronic game 
room, food service and specialty 
shops for record and jeans sales. 


MARCANIO 
SAID Tho 
Purple 


Haze concept Is based on a belief that 
high school teens can handle the re- 
sponsibility of organizing their own 
entertainment and operating the cen- 
ter. A governing board of eight teen- 
agers will operate the center and alt 
jobs below management level will bo 
held by high school students. 


Marcanio said The Purple Haze Is 


designed to make a profit. He said, 
hovscvcr, that the center would donate 
2.5 per cent of its income to Schaum- 
burg to bo used for youth programs. 


The governing board is unique, 


Marcanio said, because it will allow 
teens to have almost total say in the 
way tho center is run. Two teens from 
each of the high school-age levels will 
be elected to paid, nonrenewable one- 
year posts. Two non-voting represen- 
tatives of the center's adult manage- 
ment also will be represented on the 
board. 


"We want the board members to 


help communicate to the kids that this 
is their center," Marcanio said. 
"They will help in the selection of en- 
tertainment and provide other general 
contributions to the center." 


THE HOARD members also will be 


responsible for organizing supervision 
of the center. 


"Wo aro going to assume that a 


great many of the kids aro respon- 
sible," he said. "And they know that 
If they goof off we will close the place 
down." 


Marcanio said the Idea for the cen- 


ter came from his 15-year-old son, 
Mark, who often complained he and 
his friends have nothing to do. 


"It's often hard for parents to un- 


derstand them when they say they 
have nothing to do," Marcanio said. 


"When we were kids we didn't have 
m 1 n 1-bikes and swimming pools 
around the corner. But when the kids 
say they have nothing to do they 
mean they, have nothing to do with 
their friends at one time. That's what 
we want to provide." 


THE TENTATIVE location for The 


Purple Haze is a 20,000-square-foot 
area of the Woodficld Commons Shop- 
ping Center near B. Ginnings.

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Dist. 15 ivrapup 
Five-year plan OKd 
to buy TV equipment 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 Board of Education has 


approved a five-year plan to expand its media equipment and will 
be acquiring color television equipment in all schools. 


The plan calls for the purchase of television equipment for 


recording television programs off the air and previewing and using 
color video cassette programs for instructional purposes. 


During the first year, video taping equipment will be purchased 


for taping television broadcasts of network programming within the 
copyright laws. 


During the second year the four junior high schools in the district 


and six elementary schools will be equipped with video cassette 
playback decks, and color monitors which can also be used for 
black and white camera recording and playback. 


Schools receiving the equipment include Plum Grove, Sandburg, 


Winston Park and Palatine Hills junior highs and Churchill, Hunt- 
ing Ridge, Lincoln, Willow Bend, Joel Wood and Lake Louise ele- 
mentary schools. 


1 The remaining 10 elementary schools will receive the video cas- 
sette playback decks and color monitors during the third year of 
the program. 


The fourth and fifth year of the plan provide for the purchase of 


portable color camera equipment which can be used in any district 
school or in the community for live recordings. 


The intent of the expanded media program is to improve the . 


district instructional program. Students would have access to the 
video cassettes for independent study and special projects in the 
school resource center. Instructional materials in video cassette 
form will be immediately available to teachers. 


Tho district expects to spend $179,296 during the next five years 


to implement the plan. During the past five years the district spent 
$205,698 in acquiring audiovisual and black and white television 
equipment. 


Marion Omlatek, assistant superintendent for instruction, said the 


five-year plan will be evaluated after three years so that money 
spent will not exceed that spent during the past five years. 


Ho said there are many instructional television programs avail- 


able to schools at no charge through the Illinois Office of Education 
and other sources. 


The board unanimously approved the five-year plan. 


Principals get raises 


The board approved salary increases for principals averaging 9.2 


per cent. Principal salaries will range from $17,298 to $28,023. 


The board approved the salaries in a 5-to-l vote with Walter 


Kendall voting no. Kendall said he does not believe persons earning 
more than $16,000 a year in 1974-75 should receive increases of more 
than 8 per cent. 


Nurses in the district received an average 9.9 per cent in pay 


raises from the board bringing the salary range to $10,224 to $10,853 
for three categories of nurses. 


The five cafeteria supervisors in the district received raises rang- 


ing from 5 per cent to 10 per cent bringing the base salary for all 
supervisors to $5,233, equal to that of supervisors in other districts.

Dispute on garbage plant 
may result in cooperation 


A dispute between Rolling Meadows 


and Palatine officials over a garbage- 
treatmcnt plant proposed on the bor- 
der between the two towns mny be the 
forerunner of Improved cooperation 
between the officials. 


Palatine Prcs. Wendell Jones said 


he Is "optimistic this will be a break- 
through for Increased cooperation" -In 
many areas. His remark came after 
what he termed "a very amicable dis- 
cussion" with Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
of Rolling Meadows on the future of 
city-owned land on (1.7 acres near the 
Palanols Park subdivision of Palatine. 
The site Is south of Northwest High- 
way and west of Rohlwing Road. The 
subdivision Is north of Northwest 
Highway. 


Jones sold Meyer reassured him the 


Interests of Palatine citizens will re- 
ceive the same considerations as resi- 
dents of Rolling Meadows. 


Rolling Meadows is looking at pos- 


sible uses for the land. One potential 
use, which Meyer and Jones call re- 
mote, Is as a bio-gas plant, to convert 


garbage mixed with sludge to meth- 
ane gas. 


THE PLANT, if it Is built, would be 


constructed by the Institute of Gas 
Technology, a division.of the Illinois 
Institute of Technology, which has 
been studying the process and devel- 
oping plans for five years. The gas 
Institute sought a federal contract to 
build the plant cither in Rolling Mead- 
ows nr Chicago, but did not win th<3 
contract and now is soliciting private 
funds. 


Gas institute spokesmen still will 


not reveal whether they have elimi- 
nated Rolling Meadows as an alter- 
nate site.to the Chicago property the 
organization owns. 


It appears probable the city will lo- 


cate some public works operation, and 
probably at least part of its garbage- 
control system on the 6.7 acres. Alder- 
men and management personnel have 
suggested the city's trash compactor 
be relocated there from Its present 
site north of Golf Road and west of 
the Gould, Inc. development. They 


Ecology council 
set up for area 


A newly formed council designed to 


serve as a forum for discussing area- 
wide environmental problems has 
been organized by seven Northwest 
suburbs. 


Bylaws for the Northwest Environ- 


mental Council' were approved last 
week by representatives from DCS 
Plalncs, Arlington Heights, Wheeling, 
M o u n t Prospect, Buffalo Grove, 
Schaumburg and Rolling Meadows at 
a meeting at the Arlington Heights 
Village Hall.

He said Meyer 
promised 
that Palatine residents 


would be welcome to attend a public 
hearing, with full opportunity to air 
questions, if the bio-gas plant were to 
be built. 


"ANY OTHER USE would be an in- 


ternal use, and would be less of a 
problem to the public either in Pala- 
tine or in Rolling Meadows than the 
current industrial uses adjacent to the 
site," Jones said. A use for public 
works operations "would be less 
heavy" than industrial facilities al- 
ready around the site,, and "I don't 
t h i n k anybody Would complain", 
Jones said. He added he and other 
Palatine personnel might "have been 
jumping the gun a little bit" in oppos- 
ing garbage treatment on the land. 


The protests by the Palatine Village 


Board and subdivision residents did 
serve a beneficial purpose, Jones 
said. 


"I would expect Improved commu- 


nications between our board and their 
board, and their mayor and Palatine's 
mayor," Jones said. "I would expect 
more open communications between.

A plan to'build on 80,000-Mat domed 


stadium for baseball and football, a 


horso racing track and an arena for 
basketball and hockey on a 50-acre 
landfill peninsula in Lake Michigan 
was presented to Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley Wednesday by a 
group of architects, planners and con- 
struction company officials. 


THERE WAS NO immediate pro- 


posal for financing, or timetable for 
building tho lakefront complex. 


McCaskey said he received a call 


about a week ago from a proponent of 
the landfill stadium plan. 


"I told him exactly what I just told 


you, that we have a commitment tt 
Arlington Heights and we Intend to 


pursue it vigorously," he said. '

Geiger Berger .Associates, structural 
engineers; Barton-Aschman Associ- 
ates, planning consultants; and Turn- 
er Construction Co. 


The stadium would have an air-sup- 


ported bubble top similar to a new 
Detroit Lions football stadium nearing 
completion in Pontiac, Mich. It Is cir- 
cular in design and could be adapted 


for both baseball and football games. 
The race track would have'a 5/8 mile 
course and be used primarily for har- 
ness racing. 


A marina with moorings for 2,000 


boats also could be a part of'the new 
sports complex which would be lo- 
cated just south of Navy Pier. 


Rental fees for the boat moorings 


could be one source of revenue to pay 
for the complex. 


NORMAN ZIMMERMAN, an archi- 


tect at Weese, said Thursday the en- 
tire plan was "very preliminary." 


"It was an idea we thought was 


good so we presented it to the may- 
or," Zimmerman said. 


Planning for the lakefront complex 


started a couple of months ago. But 
Zimmerman said the stadium was not 
drawn intentionally to lure the Bears 
away from Arlington Heights.

THIS SUMMER every complaint 


tho village receives about overgrown 
weeds has been checked by Robert 
Rudd, village administrative assist- 
ant,.and if the weeds are over a foot 
high a letter Is sent to the property 
owner. If the weeds have not been cut 
down to size within 10 days a second 
letter Is sent again explaining the 
weed problem and seeking com- 
pliance with tho village ordinance. 


Rudd said he has sent almost 50 let- 


ters to-property owners about-weeds 
on their property and'has sent a sec- 
ond letter to 12 owners. Personal con- 
tacts also are- made by the health de- 
partment. 


A major problem in enforcing the 


ordinance Is that nearly half the va- 
cant lots in the village are owned by 
absentee landowners or in a trust. 


No funds were originally budgeted 


by the village for weed cutting on pri- 
vate property.

Dist. 15 wrapup 
Five-year plan OKd 
to buy TV equipment 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 Board of Education has 


approved a five-year plan to expand its media equipment and will 
be acquiring color television equipment In all schools. 
1" The plan calls for the purchase of television equipment 'for 


recording television programs off the ah- and previewing and using 
color video cassette programs for Instructional purposes. 


During the first year, video taping equipment will be purchased 


for taping television broadcasts of network programming within the 
copyright laws. 


During the second year the four junior high schools in the district 


and six elementary schools will be equipped with video cassette 
playback decks, and color monitors which can also be used'for 
black and white .camera recording and playback. 


Schools receiving the equipment include Plum Grove, Sandburg, 


Winston Park and Palatine Hills junior highs and Churchill, Hunt- < 
Ing Ridge, Lincoln, Willow Bend, Joel Wood and Lake Louise ele- 
mentary schools. 


The remaining 10 elementary schools will receive the video cas- 


sette playback decks and color monitors during the third year of 
the program. 


The fourth and fifth year of the plan provide for the purchase of 


portable color camera equipment which can be used in any district 
school or in the community for live recordings. 


The intent of the expanded media program Is to Improve the 


district instructional program. Students would have access to the 
video cassettes for independent study and special projects in the 
school resource center. Instructional materials in video cassette 
form will be immediately available to teachers. 


The district expects to spend $179,296 during the next five years 


to Implement the plan. During the past five years the district spent 
$205,698 in acquiring audiovisual and black and white television 
equipment. 


Marion Omiatek, assistant superintendent for instruction, said the 


five-year plan will be evaluated after three years so that money 
spent will not exceed that spent during the past five years. 


He said there are many Instructional television programs avail- 


able to schools at no charge through the Illinois Office of Education 
and other sources. 


The board unanimously approved the five-year plan. 


Principals get raises 


The board approved salary increases for principals averaging 9.2 


per cent. Principal salaries will range from $17,298 to $28,023. 


The board approved the salaries In a 5-to-l vote with Walter 


Kendall voting no. Kendall said he docs not believe persons earning 
more than $16,000 a year in 1974-75 should receive increases of more 
than 8 per cent. 


Nurses in the district received an average 9.9 per cent in pay 


raises from the board bringing the salary range to $10,224 to $10,853 
for three categories of nurses. 


The five cafeteria supervisors in the district received raises rang- 


ing from 5 per cent to 10 per cent bringing the base salary for all 
supervisors to $5,233, equal to that of supervisors in other districts.

hearing, with full opportunity to air 
questions, if the bio-gas plant were to 
be built. 


"ANY OTHER USE would be an in- 


ternal use, and would be less of a 
problem to the public cither in Pala- 
tine or in Rolling Meadows than the 
current industrial uses adjacent to the 
site," Jones said. A use for public 
works operations "would be less 
heavy" than industrial facilities al- 
ready around the site, and "I don't 
t h i n k anybody would complain", 
Jones said. He added he and other 
Palatine personnel might "have been 
jumping the gun a little bit" in oppos- 
ing garbage treatment on the land. 


The protests by the Palatine Village 


Board and subdivision residents did 
serve a beneficial purpose, Jones 
said. 


"I would expect improved commu- 


nications between our board and their 
board, and their mayor and Palatine's 
mayor," Jones said. "I would expect 
more open communications between 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows on this 
whole area."

nances. He said he particularly was 
disturbed by a memo written by May- 
or Robert D. Teichert, which charged 
that the board is shirking its responsi- 
bilities. 


"I submit to you that we will be 


more 
effective 
by devoting our 


energies to the task at hand rather 
than attacking each other through the 
press, thereby rehashing yesterday's 
news and creating tomorrow's head- 
lines," Rhea said. 


TEtCHEUT'S charges came after 


the village board voted to ask the 
manager 
to 
recommend 
possible 


budget cuts to cover the cost of em- 
ploye salary hikes, estimated 
at 


$371,000. The mayor accused (lie 
board of shifting policy decisions onto 
the manager by calling for the recom- 
mendations. 


"I bitterly object to that description 


being applied to the legitimate actions 
of a standing committee of this 
board," Rhea said, noting that the 
request for recommendations came 
from the finance committee. In his 
memo, Rhea never specifically men- 
tions Teichert by name. 


Rhea said he and three other new 


board members previously had been 
told that they were to make their own 
decisions and not relv on past deci- 
sions of the previous village board. 


"Indeed a gauntlet was thrown dur-

Set for Sept. 27 
$12 million Harper vote slated

Harper 
College 
Board of 


Trustees voted unanimously Thursday 
to hold a referendum Sept. 27 to ask 
for approval of $12,039,500 in bonds. 


The funds would be used to pay for 


purchase of a second campus site at 
Palatine and Schoenbeck roads in Ar- 
lington Heights, additional buildings 
on the college's Palatine campus, and 
for building for the second campus 
the board says will be needed by 1981. 


College officials estimated the in- 


creased average annual cost in prop- 
erty tuxes would be just over 2 cents 
per $100 per assessed valuation over 
the 20-year life of the bonds. The tax 
rate would be about 5 cents per $100 
the'first year the bonds arc sold and 
would decline each year thereafter. 


INCLUDED is money to build'a 


physical education building and gym- 
nasium on the Palatine campus with- 
out financial assistance from the 
state. 


Twenty-five per cent of most build- 


ings at the college are 
financed 


through locally raised bond money 
and 75 per cent from state money. 


However, state officials have refused 
to authorize money for physical edu- 
cation facilities for Harper. 


Of the amount to be requested, 


57,050,000 will be for buildings on the 
present campus. Another $2,106,000 
will pay for the second .site property.

ly will soon pay $3 towards their gar- 
bage pickup as well as an additional 
30-cents per 1,000 gallons of water. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board, 


meeting as a committee-of-the-whole 
Thursday, informally approved both 
measures as a way of raising $371,000 
to cover recently-approved raises for 
village employes. The board is sched- 
uled to formally vote on both actions 
at the Aug. 5 board meeting. 


The 40 per cent water-rate increase 


is to become effective Sept. 1 and w ill 
raise rates from the current 75 cents 
to a $1.05 per 1,000 gallons. 


BOARD MEMBERS said this mon- 


ey will be used to support the existing 
water-and-sewer systems which have 
been operating at a $1,281,000 deficit 
over the past tour years. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert cast the 


deciding vote, saying "I have to vote 
yes, I know it is needed. My in- 
dication is if we don't have a little 
buffer in there we are going to fall be- 
hind beginning next year." 


Trustee E. F. Richardson voted 


against the 30-ccnt increase, saying he 
felt a 25-cent increase would be suf- 
ficient. Trustees Richard Kendricks 
and Leo Floras voted against the in- 
crease. 


The change in garbage collection fi- 


nancing is to become effective Aug. 1 
with residents picking rp $3 of the 
current $3.92 charge. G.irbage rates 
arc scheduled to go up to $4.30 in Oc- 
tober because of increased 
labor 


costs, and the village 'A ill pick up 
$1.30 of that bill. 


THE VILLAGE has been paying the 


full cost of garbage collection out of 
tax money. It was to have cost 
$800,000 alone this year. 


Trustee Theodore J. Wallenberg 


originally voted against the increase, 
saying it would be fairer to put the 
cost of garbage collection on the prop- 
erty tax bill, which goes to business 
and industry as well as homeowners. 
He changed his vote, however, when 
the proposal failed to win the two- 
thirds vote needed to amend the vil- 
lage budget. 


Trustee Edward B. Rhea Jr. said he 


feels property taxes will go down next 
year as a result of the garbage fee 
change, since the village will no long- 
er have to levy a tax to cover the full 
pickup. 


Hendricks and Floras voted against 


the garbage fee change. Both said 
they favored budget cuts instead of 
fee increases that would be passed on 
to the residents. 


Floros accused the other new board 


members of reneging on their April 
campaign promises, "Those running 
as independents at least gave the im- 
pression that they felt the budget was 
running high," he said. "Those elect- 
ed in April arc not being honest to 
their campaign promises, at least by 
implication." 


The water-rate increase is expected 


to raise about $276,000 in the remain- 
ing nine months of the year, while the 
garbage fee change will save the vil- 
lage an estimated $408,591. 
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COUNTY OFFICIALS expect the oxton- 
slon of Euclid Avenue, from Rosalie to 
Plum Grove roads in Palatine Township, 


to be completed by November. The road, 
open to local traffic, will provide an 
east-west access to Harper College.

The extension of Euclid Avenue 


from Roscllc to Plum Grove roads 
near Harper College is near com- 
pletion and has been opened to lo- 
cal traffic.

Signs to mark

Bicycle paths on Mount Prospect 


streets will be marked by special 
signs instead of painted lines as origi- 
nally planned.

program, said the switch from paint- 
ing lines to using signs was made be- 
cause of cost. 


The initial plan to paint arrows and

Bears reaffirm plan for stadium in Arlington Hts.

Tho Chicago Bears aro not Inter- 


ested In giving up their Arlington 
Park Race Track stadium plan for a 
9200 million stadium-sports center 
proposed (or a landfill peninsula in 
Lake Michigan, Ed McCaskoy, Bears 
vice president, said Thursday. 


"The Bears have mado a com- 


mitment to the Village of Arlington 
Heights that, it they want us, we want 
to play In Arlington Heights. That's 
our position positively," McCaskey 
said. 


A plan to build an 80,000-scnt domed 


stadium for baseball and football, a 


horse racing track and an arena for 
basketball and hockey on a 50-acrc 
landfill peninsula in Lake Michigan 
was presented to Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley Wednesday by a 
group of architects, planners and con- 
struction company officials. 


THERE WAS NO immediate pro- 


posal for financing, or timetable for 
building the lakefront complex. 


McCaskey said he received a call 


about a week ago from a proponent of 
the landfill stadium plan. 


"I told him exactly what I just told 


you, that we have a commitment tt 
Arlington Heights and we Intend to 


pursue it.vigorously," he said. 


JAMES T. RYAN,'Arlington Heights 


village president, said Thursday that 
a competing stadium plan' in Chicago 
does not put any pressure on the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board to ap- 
prove the Bears stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


"We will continue to move at our 


own pace on the one (stadium) pro- 
posal that is before us," Ryan said, 
adding that newspaper stories on the 
lakefront stadium plan Thursday gave 
no firm indication of hoy the project 
could be financed. 


"From time to time we see plans 


like this one — or mile-high buildings 
and space needles in the suburbs," he 
said. 


THE LAKEFRONT sports complex, 


was planned by Harry Weese & Asso- 
ciates) architects; Engineers Colla- 
borative; Floyd Magnuson, architect; 
Gelger Berger Associates, structural 
engineers; Barton-Aschman Associ- 
ates, planning consultants; and Turn- 
er Construction Co. 


The stadium would have an air-sup- 


ported bubble top similar to a new 
Detroit Lions football stadium nearing 
completion in Pontiac, Mich. It is cir- 
cular in design and could be adapted 


for both baseball and football games. 
The race track would have a 5/8 mile 
course and be used primarily for har- 
ness racing. 


A marina with moorings for 2,000 


boats also could be a part of the new 
sports complex which would be lo- 
cated just south of Navy Pier. 


Rental fees for the boat moorings 


could be one source of revenue to pay 
for the complex. 


NORMAN ZIMMERMAN, an archi- 


tect at Weese, said Thursday the en- 
tire plan was "very preliminary." 


"It was an idea we thought was 


good so we presented it to the may- 
or," Zimmerman said. 
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Planning for the lakefront complex 


started a couple of months ago. But 
Zimmerman said the stadium was not 
drawn intentionally to lure the Bears 
away from Arlington Heights. 


"As far as I know, they (the Bears) 


won't even discuss it until the Arling- 
ton Park proposal is decided," he 
said. 


Zimmerman admitted that he really 


didn't know what next step would fol- 
low the unveiling of the plan. "I guess 
this can't be done without state and 
city approval," he said, adding that 
the next move, if there is to be one, is 
probably up to Mayor Daley.

Tho Harper College Board of 


Trustees voted unanimously Thursday 
to hold a referendum Sept. 27 to ask 
for approval of $12,039,500 In bonds. 


The funds would be used to pay for 


purchase of a second campus site at 
Palatine and Schocnbcck roads In Ar- 
lington Heights, additional buildings 
on the college's Palatine campus, and 
for building for the second campus 
the board says will be needed by 1981. 


College officials estimated the in- 


creased average annual cost In prop- 
erty taxes would be just over 2 cents 
per $100 per assessed valuation over 
the 20-year life of the bonds. The tax 
rate would be about 5 cents per $100 
the first year the bonds arc sold and 
would decline each year thereafter. 


INCLUDED is money to build a 


physical education building and gym- 
nasium on the Palatine campus with- 
out financial assistance from the 
state. 


Twenty-five per cent of most build- 


Ings at the college aro financed 
through locally raised bond money 
and 75 per cent from state money. 
However, state officials have refused 
to authorize money for physical edu- 
cation facilities for Harper. 


Of the amount to be requested, 


$7,050,000 will be for buildings on the 
present campus. Another $2,106,000 
will pay for the second site property.

Allen J. Sander, Arlington Heights 


director of engineering, said Thursday 
the session represented a first step in 
meeting the towns' common water 
supply problem.

"The well system is not adequate to 


meet the needs anymore. They just 


cannot support the population," Sand- 
er said. - 
' ELK GROVE village officials said 
they are "committed to getting'Chi- 
cago water." 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek said 


Elk Grove Village will need the water 
In five years and'wants to go into the 
project with the support of other area 
towns. 


"We're going to play the ballgame 


either alone or with a full team," Zet- 
tek said, adding the cost would be 
cheaper if more towns were tied into 
the system. 


Schaumburg village engineer Jo- 


seph Zgonina said updating of his 
town's water-supply study will be 
completed in about two weeks. He 
said his information would be given to 
the other towns to help arrive at a 
realistic projection of area needs. 


Sander said Arlington Height is 


building for the future with the con- 
struction of a 6-million-gallon reser- 
voir and the drilling of a new well 
near Wilke and Kirchoff roads. - 


THE RESERVOIR, he said, would 


be used to hold Lake Michigan water 
in addition to water drawn from the 
village's system of wells. He said that 
even if the village tapped lake water, 
some village wells would be kept as a 
backup system. 


Sander said costs for the project 


cannot be estimated. He said the final 
cost would depend on the number of 
towns tying Into the systems, land ac- 
quisition and construction costs. 


He said no timetable was set. "If 


we started right now, it would take 
five years to get the water out of the 
tap," he said. 
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COUNTY OFFICIALS expect the exten- 
tlon of Euclid Avonut, from Rosalia to 
Plum Grovt roads in Palatine Township, 


to be completed by November. The road, 
open to local traffic, will provide an 
aast-west access to Harper College.

Wheeling plans cop chief ouster

A number of charges arc being pre- 


pared against Wheeling Police Chief 
Pclcr T. Guttilla to be presented to 
the fire and police commission In an 
effort to get the chief fired, according 
lo village sources. 


The charges reportedly Include alle- 


gations of official misconduct by the 
chief within the lost few months, in- 
cluding Guttilla's Intervention in a 
traffic court case In May on behalf of 
his secretary's son-in-law. 


Village Mgr. George Possolt has de- 


clined to comment on the matter but 
confirmed he has hired an attorney to 
assist him in determining if the 
chief's actions warrant charges for 
suspension or dismissal from office. 


PASSOLT ORDERED GutUlla sus- 


pended last May for two days when It 
was learned the chief Interceded In 
the court case. Pnssoll was forced to 
rescind the suspension when Guttilla 
successfully challenged the manager's 
authority to suspend him; Guttilla as- 
serted this power rests solely with tho 
police and fire commission. 


Tho village board authorized Pas- 


solt to hire an attorney to assist him 
in b r i n g i n g suspension charges 
against the chief. Trustees, in author- 
izing the move, also have said they 
want a clarification from the commis- 
sion on who Guttilla's superior is and 
to whom he Is required to report. 


Until this question Is settled, offi- 


cials have said they are handcuffed In 
starting any disciplinary proceedings 
against the chief. 


ACCORDING TO ILLINOIS stat- 


utes, the power to suspend or dismiss 
police or fire chiefs rests only with 
the police and fire commission, as 
Guttilla contended when he chal- 
lenged his suspension. 


A RECENT ILLINOIS Supreme 


Court case, Bovlnette vs. City of Mas- 
coutah, upheld this law, stating that 
dismissal or suspension can come 
about only after just cause has been 
proven and the defendant Is given an 
opportunity to bo heard. 


In the Bovlnette case, the city man- 


ager fired the police chief and the ac- 


tion was upheld in both the Circuit 
Court of St. Clalr County and the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court. 


In overturning the ruling, the Su- 


preme Court said a manager's ap- 
pointment power does not carry a cor- 
responding discharge power under Il- 
linois law. 


A bill presented In the Illinois Gen- 


eral Assembly during the last session 
sought to change this law by giving 
the power to suspend or dismiss po- 
lice and fire chiefs to the municipal 
authorities. 


THE WHEELING Village Board 


adopted a resolution in support of tho 
bill, but it failed to win approval in 
the legislature. 


Although Passolt has refused to 


comment on the case, it is believed 
charges will be filed within the next 
few weeks. 


The charges will not be made pub- 


lic, however, until a formal hearing is 
set by the commission,' at which the 
chief will be allowed to defend him- 
self. 


If charges arc filed and a hearing 


scheduled, Passolt can suspend Gut- 
tilla for 30 days pending the outcome 
of the commission's hearing.

7 suburbs form area 
environmental council 


A newly formed council designed to 


servo as a forum for discussing area- 
wide environmental problems has 
been organized by seven Northwest 


suburbs. 


Bylaws for the Northwest Environ- 


mental Council were approved last 
week by representatives from DCS 
Plulnes, Arlington Heights, Wheeling, 
M o u n t Prospect, Buffalo Grove, 
Schaumburg and Rolling Meadows at 
a meeting at the Arlington Heights 
Village Hall. 


Officers for the council elected at 


the meeting Include Jean Ilnnlon, 
chairman, who is chairman of the Ar- 
lington Heights Environmental Con- 
trol Commission; James Green, vice 
chairman, who Is vice chairman of 
the Wheeling Environmental Advisory 
Commission; and Philip Lindahl, sec- 
retary-treasurer, who Is city environ- 
m c n t a l control officers in DCS 
Plnlnes. 


GKEEN SAID the council is open to 


all communities who are members of 
the Northwest Municipal Conference. 
Communities not in the conference 
also may join but will not be given 
voting privileges. 


"Environmental problems'occur on 


an area basis not on a municipal basis 
and tills is the theory we used as a 
concept in the council's organization," 
Green said. "This is not a ruling body 
but a clearing house for people to get 
together and resolve problems that af- 
fect us all," he added. 


Objectives of the council include: 
• To promote intergovernmental 


cooperation and communication re- 
garding regional environmental prob- 
lems and legislation. 


• To encourage and support envi- 


ronmental action and legislation that 
will protect and enhance the physical 
environs of member communities. 


• To broaden understanding of en- 


vironmental problems and concerns. 


• To disseminate information con- 


cerning environmental needs and leg- 
islation. 


• To act in an advisory and re- 


search capacity concerning environ- 
mental matters. 


• To provide assistance to mem- 


bers regarding environmental prob- 
lems. 


The council will meet bimonthly on 


the second Thursday of the month at 
different member communities. An 
annual general meeting of the council 
will take place the fourth Thursday in 
September. 


Each community will have one vote 


on policy matters and amendments to 
the bylaws will require two-thirds ap- 
proval from the council. 


The council will conduct a board of 


directors meeting Sept. 11 to establish 
standing committees. The first annual 
meeting is set for Sept. 25 at the Ar- 
lington Heights village hall when each 
community representative 
will be 


asked to present a short dissertation 
on environmental problems and ac- 
tions underway in their communities.
